TAMMANY’S BITTER DOSE. 


John Eelly’s Braves Meet and For- 
mally Indorse the Democrat- 
ic Nominees. 


A Long Address Presented in Which 
Cleveland's Shorteomings Re- 
ceiye Attention. 


Ex-Senator Grady Renounces Allegiance to 
the Ticket and Declares for 
Ben Butler. 


TAKING THEIR MEDICINE. 

A GREAT CROWD PRESENT AT THE CEREMONY. 

New York, Sept. 12,—{Special.|—A large 
and distinguished assemblage witnessed this 
evening at the great hall of the Tammany So- 
ciety the first performance of Mr. Joun Kelly's 
entertaining comedy of Coming Around.” 
Several rehearsals of Mr. Kelly’s oom- 
position have been held, and its first 
production has been awaited with much 
interest. As early as 7 o'clock people began to 
gather on the steps of the building, but no one 
was admitted to the hall until 7:30 o' lock. 
Twenty minutes later every seat in the hall, 
both on fhe floor and in the gailery, was occupied. 
Ex-State-Senator George H. Forster of the 
Twenty-second District, was called to the chair 
by Mr. John Kelly. After some routine bust 
ness Mr. Forster called for the report of the 
committee appointed by the Committee on 
Organization to prepare an address and 
resolutions. The shadow cast by the statue 
of the Tammany Indian at the left of the stage 
yielded up the figure of Gen. Spinola, and that 
admirable comedian came forth. He pre- 
seuted the report to Secretary Gilroy, and 
asked the stalwart scribe to read it. 
The address was long, and was 
listened to with ill-concealed impatience. 
There was no applause until Mr. Tilden's name 
was mentioned, and little afterward until the 
sentence was reached in which the report ex- 
pressed the belief that Tammany Hall should 
not leave the Democratic party. Then there 
was hearty applause. 


THE ADDRESS. 
OPENED WITH SOME HISTORICAL DATA AND 
SELF-PRAISE. 


New Tonk, Sept. 12.—Foliowing is Tam- 
many’s address to the Democratic party of the 
United States, read tonight in the public meet- 
ing: 

To the Democratic-Republican General Com- 
mittee of the City and County of New York: The 
sub-committee to whom was referred the mat- 
ter of preparing and submitting an address by 
the Resolution Committee on Organization at 


its meeting Monday, Sept. 8, respectfully sub- | 


mit the following report: 

TAMMANY Haut, New Tonk, Sept. 12.—To 
the Democratic Party of the United States: The 
Democratic-Republican organization of Tam- 
many Hall is the oldest political body in the 
United States. Its existence under another 
name antedated the establishment of our pres- 
ent form of government. Its members took 
active part in the election of Washington, Jef- 
ferson, and Jackson, and their Democratic suc- 
cessors the candidates of the party nominated 
in Congressional caucuses and National con- 
ventions. It has seen the birth, con- 
tinuance, and sudden or gradual death 
of all the parties to which the ingenuity 
of politicians or the necessity of the occasion 
has given rise from the adoption of the Fed- 
eral Constitution down to the present day. 
During all these it has never swerved in its al- 
lewiance to the party nor faltered in its sup- 
port of the candidates nomiyated and the prin- 
ciples enunciated from the platform of the Na- 
tional Democratic Conventions. And in but 
one instance in all its history did it oppose the 
action of the party or its nominee in the State, 
and that only after due notice was given andin 
response to Nature's first law, when the exist- 
ence of our organization was threatened and 
the personal and political rights of our constit- 
vents were assailed. To the truth of this state- 
ment we invite the severest scrutiny of im- 
partial history. 

BOURBON FROM THE BEGINNING, 

The principles of Democracy announced by 
Jefferson have been uniformly followed, and 
intheir defense Tammany has not hesitated to 
criticise and condemn its public officials when 
in its judgment they were violating those prin- 
ciples and their professions of Democratic 
faith made before their elevation to place and 
power. At times measures of great interest to 
the people have originated with us and have 
been carried to successful adoption by the 
Democratic party in the State and Nation. It 
was by our constant iteration and discussion 
that public attention was called to the corrupt 
course of the Republican party in squandering 
the public domain by which over 196,000,000 of 
acres af public lands were given to railroad 
and other corporations. 

The tariff agitation by us resulted in draw- 
ing attention to the necessity of such a reduc- 
tion of duties as would provide means suffi- 
cient to the requirements of the Government 
and at the same time afford the incidental pro- 
tection necessary to American labor. We have 
advocated at all times a reduction of taxation 
—municipal, State, and Federal—in order that 
the burdens of the people should be lessened. 

WORK IN NEW YORK. 

Home-rule and local self-government have 
always been the cardinal principles of the 
Democracy in Tammany Hall. We have dif- 
fered with the State Executive on the appre- 
ciation of those important princ!ples of gov- 
ernment, because in our judgment the truest 
democracy is where the least possible power 
consistent with the proper execution of the 
law is taken from the people and 
lodged with their representatives. We 
Have at all times opposed a centralization 
of power as dangerous to our republican insti- 
tutions. and have not hesitated to condemn as 
unnecessary the unjust and undemocratic inter- 
ference of the State Legislature and Executive 
in our municipal affairs. Our opposition to the 
abridgmeut of the powers of the Aldermen 
of our city would have been just as deter- 
mined had the Common Council been as strong- 
ly Republican as it was Dewocratic, and no 
alleged representative at a public meeting pre- 
sided over by a Republican advocating the 
passage of this and other undemocratic meas- 
uses under the deluding cry of reform could 
blind us to the true intent and object of such 
legislation. We championed the cause of anti- 
monopoly in 1881, and the ensuing campaign of 
1882, that resulted in the triumphant eleo- 
tion of the present Goverpor of the 
State. It is true, dissensions among 
our adversaries—Kepublicans—had much to 
do with the great majority which he received, 
but the intense feeling in the breasts of thou- 
sands of workingmen against the Republican 
party for its corruption and monopolistic leg- 
isilation caused thousands of these voters to 
ally themselves with the Democratic party, 
thereby protesting against such legislation. It 
is no exaggeration to say it seemed to them 
that the drift of existing laws was tend- 
ing to debase rather than elevate labor, 
that the whole enginery of government was 
being used to foster the interests of the em- 
ploxer and capitalist at the expense of the toil- 
ing millions. That these opinions were founded 
on substantial and incontrovertible grounds 
and were not the emanations of the minds of 
dreaming demagogs, who sought to dupe their 
ignorant but confiding tollowers, a candid ob- 
server must admit.

gitimate returns for the capital invested in the 
valuable tranchise which was conferred on 
them by the city and State. After a prolonged 
struggle with all the influences that capital can 
employ, labor secured a victory in the Legis- 
lature, only to be thwarted by a veto in the 
Executive chamber. They sougnt the adop- 
tion ot a law which would at once prevent the 
prison authorities of the State from contract- 
ing criminal labor so as to bring it into compe- - 
tition with honest industry. The measure 
passed the Assembly, but was deteated in the 
Senate by an unholy combination of Republic. 
ans and recreant Democrats who ignored the 
pledges made in their party platforms. 

By the§ efforts of the Tammany organiza- 
tion, through one of its Senators, an act was 
passed and signed by the Governor to submit 
the question of the abolition of the contract 
system in the State prisons to the voters of the 
State, and the people sustained the measure by 
a majority of 138,000 votes, notwithstanding 
that bundreds of thousands of ballots against 


the proposition were secretly distributed by . 


the party managers, members of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, in order to de- 
teat the Democratic measure. 

A bill limiting the hours of labor of car 
drivers and conductors passed the Legislature. 
It was met with the Executive veto and killed, 
thereby continuing the hardships of honest 
workingmen. 

The laborers and mechanics of the State 
sought to protect themselves from loss at the 
bands of dishonest contractors and employers, 
and caused to be passed an act by the Legisla- 
ture giving the lien of the mechanic and ia- 
borer priority over all others.

to the convention who named Mr. Cleveiand 
as their first choice represented Republican 
constituencies. A number of delegates who 
openiy and earnestly opposed his nomination 
were recorded in spite of all their protests as 
favorabie to his candidacy. Every influence 
that could be employed or engineered by the 
monopolists who bad secured the control of the

INDEPENDENCE NEEDED. 

No one, argued Mr. Grady, could say there 
Was any greater occasion than this for inde- 
pendence in the Democratic party. It could not 
be treason in those bo bad been denied 
a vote to give effect to the protests they made 
in the convention. Mr. Cleveland would never 
have been Governor bat for the support he re- 
ceived from Tammany, which sacrificed every 
claim to recognition in the importaut nomina- 
tions made that year in this county, and la- 
bored for his success in a loyal and devoted 
manner. COleveland’s greatest boast is that 
after election his chiet aim was to treat Tam- 
many with contempt and arouse its hostility. 
His disreputable mouthpiece at Chicago, 
said Mr. Grady, pointed at your repre- 
sentatives and voiced the sentiments of 
the master be served when he said: ‘We 
love him most for the enemies he has made.’

CLEVELAND'S TREACHERY. 

Mr. Grady then passed on to review Cleve- 
jand’s official acts, and said monopolists had 
worked to secure Cleveland's election as Gov- 
ernor, and one of the first things he had done 
was to appoint two men fa!thful to railroad in- 
terests under the BEailroadOommission act, 
which was passed for the purpose of adjusting 
the relations between the peeple and corpora- 
tions. Mr. Cleveland bad proved untrue in 
other essentials also to the principles laid down 
in his letter accepting the nomination for Gov- 
ernor. 

THE FIVE-CENT-FARE BILL. 

The Five-Cent-Fare bill veto was one meas- 
ure in question, and the speaker went over the 
ground of the passage of the bill and its veto 
very fully, saying: “In the three previous 
Legisiatures a bill to reduce fare on the ele- 
vated railroad had been introduced. Every 
time the bill was aefeated in the Legislature: 
now in one branch and agais in another, and 
always, the people believed, by the corrupt use 
of money. Senators who voted against the bill 
assigned as the reason the uneonstitutionality 
of the measure, but their constituents refused 
to believe them and retired them from the pub- 
lic service. Representatives in the Assembly 
eloguentiy pleaded the contract with the city 
to excuse their opposition to the bill, but their 
constituencies laughed them to scorn and 
buried them in political oblivion. So satisfied 
were the people with the justice of this meas- 
ure that to oppose it was accepted as convin- 
cing proof of corruption, and che penalty de- 
creed was political extinction, TMs measure 
was introduced and passed both branches 
of the Legislature in 1983. It was ve 
toed by the Governor. In support of his 
veto he recited the arguments of the rail- 
road lawyers, again and again repeated in op- 
position to the bill. In explanation of his 
course he took the same ground that had been 
taken by numbers of those who had been de- 
nounced as corrupt in spite of similar protesta- 
tions. The press of the city best acquainted 
with the merits of the bill denounced the veto 
and condemned the Governor. The Herald of 
May 5, 1883, said: 

It is not the fault of the Senators and As- 
sembiymen that this act of jostice is delayed 
for yet another year. Whether they are 
entitied to any credit in the case we shall 
not undertake to say. Indeed, we suppose 
that in this cuse they did their duty, because 
there was extremely tue temptation to betray 
it, for the railroads, satisfied no doubt for 
some good reasons of their own that their case 
was sale in the hands of the Governor, did not 
make their usual endeavors to convince the 
representatives of the people.“ 

Now, why was it usual for the railroads to 
resort to the bribery here insinuated? If the 
bill was unconstitutional surely the able 
lawyers employed by the road could at 
much less expense take the question to the 
courts. You see, even the railroad managers 
put no faith in the constitetional objection. 
Their only hope of protection jo previous years 
was in debauching the pepple’s represent- 
atives. But bow comes it that in 1883 they at- 
tempted nothing in this direction? How comes 
it that they were satisfied their cause was safe 
in the hands of the Governor? Were they sat-

0 1 th 
eighteenth day of tho 28 Could 
the railroad lobby have delayed it had 
they so desired? Previous experience demon- 
strates beyond all doubt that they could, for 
in the previous year after the bill bad passea 
the Senate and nad been reported in the As- 
sembly, May 12, although the Legislature con- 
tinued in session unt June 22, the lobby pre- 
vented a vote from being taken on the bill. 
What explanation, then, can be made consist- 
ent with the Governor's honesty? The railroad 
managers permit the bill to be passed in 
the Assembly on the eighteenth day of 
the legisiative session, satisfied that its 
interests are protected. The only pro 
tection possible is in the executive 
chamber, as the Senate is committed to the 
bill, ‘having passed it the previous year. The 
bill goes to the Gov@mor. He is asked by a 
number of reputable citizeas to reter to the 
courts any legal questions involvea in the bill. 
He refuses, and vetoes the measure, giving as 
bis chief the unconstitutionality of the 
bill, upon which even the railroad managers 
and their lawyers placed no feliance. He pro- 
tects the interests of the railroad—he defeats 
the interests of the people. Can there

Col. Ingersoll Has a Hard Time of It 
at Victoria Trying to Lecture. 

OTTawa, Ont., Sept. 12.—[Special.]—Having 
failed in all other means to prevent Col. Bob 
Ingersoll securing a hall in Victoria, British 
Columbia, in which to deliver a lecture on 
* Orthodoxy,”’ the civic authorities, on learning 
he had rented the new Royal Opera-House, eu- 
tered a protest against the building being used 
for a public meeting on the grounds that the 
means of egress were inadequate In case of 
fre. Their decision was announced the day 
Ingersoll arrived, the 28tb of August, the date 
he was announced to lecture. On bearing that 
there was likely to be trouble, Ingersoll s ated 
that be would lecture on the street, but feared 
interference by the police. Learning that he 
could charter a stcamer then in the barbor, be 
proposed to charter her at bisown expense and 
take those who wished to accompany him to 
Port Tuwnsend free of charge, when he would 
deliver his lecture rather than disappoint those 
who wanted to hear him. However, this al- 
ternative was not taken advantage of. He and 
a number of friends had gained admittance to 
the Theatre Royal, where be proposed to hold a 
lecture. Hundreds were waiting outside of the 
door to gain admittance, but were stopped by 
the police. The Superintendent of Police 
ordered the Treasurer to stop = selling 
tickets, under the pretext that the 
building was not sate. The Treasurer 
with a few friends then went round to the west 
side of the building, and with an ax cut au en- 
trance. Ingersoll and the wife of the United 
States Consul, Col. Stephens, and other women 
and men finally appeared upon the stage. Ald. 
Fell. stepping forward, began in a strong 
speech to condemn what he proclaimed a bold 
‘attempt to frustrate free speech, and said that, 
though British-born, be blushed this evening 
for what had been done. He was enthusiastic- 
ally cheered. The scene that followed beggais 
description. Windows and doors were smashed 


in, by which entrance was effected. 
The police were powerless to keep 
order or carry out their instructions. 


The crowd were with the. lecturer and were de- 
termined to bear him. During the méié¢e sev- 
eral women fainted. After the police found 
that they could not prevent the lecturer going 
on they contented themselves with endeavor- 
ing to keep order. Immediately after the iect- 
ure was over Col. Ingersoll took a steamer for 
Washington Territory. It is stated that he 
will sue the corporation of Victoria for heavy 
damages. 


Supposed Suicide at Niagara Falls of 
an American. 

NIAGARA FALLS. Can., Sept. 12,—[Special.]— 
Today Chief-of-Police Canfield received a tele- 
gram from William Henry Clarke of Bethle- 
hem, N. H., stating that a letter dated Niagara 
Falls had been received trom Francis S. Taylor 
stating his intention to commit suicide and re- 
questing Tay'ors arrest. The Chief immedi- 
ately proceeded to tind his man, and soon 
learned that such a man had registered at a 
hotei on the American side the 6th as F. S. 
Taylor, Philadelphia, Pa. He had paid 
his Dill. leaving for the East the 
afternoon of the sth. The morning of 
the 9th one of the hotel guests, walking along 
the bauk, saw a hat, coat. and cane lying on the 
edge of the rapids. He notified the bote)-clerk, 
who sent a boy and had the things brought to 
the hotel. Nothing was said about it until the 
Chief appeared on the scene. He telegraphed 
Mr. Clarke, stating the particulars and his be- 
lief that Taylor had committed suicide. 
Another telegram was received from Clarke 
that be doubted Taylor's actions and to keep 
a good lookout for him and keep the matter 
from the press. As the Man was not seen 
leaving town it is generally supposed be ended 
his life by jumping into the rapids and had 
gone over the American falls.

AN AGED MURDERER. 
HE FATALLY WOUNDS His WIFE AND DAUGHTER 
AND THEN KILLS HIMSELF. 

New York, Sept. 12.—(Special.|—When Wil- 
iam W. Messer of Boonton, N. J., 74 years old, 
arrived at his breakfast this morning be found 
bis wife and daughter awaiting him. As he sat 
down he took trom his pocket a heavy seven- 
shot revolver of 38-caiibre. 

Papa, said his daughter, put up that pis- 
tol or I shall leave the room. 

Leave and be , suid the old man, who 
had an ungovernable temper. 

Miss Messer rose and left. As she crossed 
the threshold the gray-haired man raised his 
weapon and fired. Mary fell face down- 
ward on the crimson carpet, and, screaming 
with pain, turned and halt rose. Her mother, 
a large, portly woman, had risen to her feet, 
und was looking with terrifie eyes at her hus- 
band. Seeming to reason with himeelf an 
instant, he again raised the pistol and fired 
two shots at her. Sbe ran into the front 
room, closed the door, and sunk into a 
chair. A moment later a fourth sbot was 
beard. The old man bad put the pistol to his 
right temple and pulled the trigger. The ball 
passed clear through his dead. He fell or- 
ward dead, bis white locks resting against the 
closed door, his shoulders ia a pool of blood, 
and his pistol by his right hand. Mrs. 
Messer crawied to the door and hailed 
a pussing friend, requesting him to send for a 
doctor. 

It was found that the bullet that struck the 
daughter bad paralyzed her limbs. She cannot 
recover. Mrs. Messer was struck on the leit 
side, one bullet entering the abdomen. She 
will die. Mr. Messer is believed to ‘have been 
temporarily insane. He had long been consid- 
ered eccentric. He was a man of means, well 
read, and had traveled extensively. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 12.—[Special.}—William 
W. Messer, who attempted to kill his wife and 
daughter at Boonton, N. J., today, was a native 
of New Hampshire, and about 75 years of age. 
His New England family connections are 
said to have been first-class. He was 
engaged in the hardware business in 
New York for several years, andin 1850 went 
to California. He atterwards came to Boston 
and was engaged in the contectionery business 
on Washington street. He was also engaged 
in the sugar trade with Warren Fisher. It is 
rumored that Messer was sentto England by 
our Government during the late War asa 
bearer of important dispatches. 


TRADE TOPICS, 1 
ROT WEATHER INTERFERED WITH BUSINESS— 
THE WEEK'S FAILURES. 

New York, Sept. 12.—([Special.]—Telegrams 
to Bradastreet'’s from the leading trade centres 
of the country indicate that the hot weather, 
which generally prevailed during the first half 
of the week, affected unfavorably the tendency 
to an increased distribution of goods. In spite 
of this, bowever, the usual autumn demand bas 
had its effects in a generally increased move- 
ment. Reports of the progress of mercantile 
collections are unfavorable at numerous points. 
Most of the New England cotton-mills (save 
those at Lowell and smaller ones bere and there 
which have shut down indefinitly) are now 
running. In consequence of the curtailment 
ot production prices are better maintained. 
Leading New-Englaud cotton manufacturers 
still continue a good deal at sea regarding the 
near future of business, and predictions given 
out are quite contradictory. 

Special telegrams to Hrudstrret's from the 
cotton-growing regions report good rains in the 
Carolinas and in Fiorida and Louisiana while 
Alabama, Mississippi, Georgia, and Texas re- 
port vontinued dry and very hot weather, with 
bere and there an insufficient local shower. 
Arkansas reports favorable weather. Com- 
Plant of shedding is increasing in various 
States; in several picking is becoming general.

THE CONSOLIDATED COMPANIES GOING IT 
ALONE. 


New York, Sept. 12.—(|Special.|—The disso- 
lution of the telegraph pool tormed in July by 
the Baltimore & Ohio, Bankers’ & Merchants’, 
and Postal Telegraph Companies was discussed 
with much interest in down-town business 
circles today. The belief was quite 
gener that the constantly accumu- 
lating financial troubles of the 
Bankers’ & Merchants’ will eventually drive 
that company to the wall, and its property will 
be guietly bought in for a song by the Balti- 
more & Ohio Company. It was stated today by 


persons connected with the various 
telegraph ‘companies interested that no 
application bas yet been made for a 


receiver for the Bankers’ & Merchants’. 
G. D. Roberts, one of the directors of the 
Postal, said that when the Postal Company 
agreed to help the Bankers’ & Merchants’ finan- 
cially it was represented that the floating debts 
amoUnted to about $800,000.

Thirty Business Houses in Pierre, Dak., 
Swept Out o Existence—The 
Loss $100,000. 


Conflagration at Midland, Ont.—Disastrous Min 
and Lumber Fire- Stables and Thir- 
teen Horses Burned. 


A Great Fire at Pierre, Dak. 

PIERRE. Dak., Sept. 12.—[Special.)—Thirty 
business houses in this city were destroyed by 
fire this morning between 1 and 3 o'clock. The 

fire originated in the genera)-merchandise store 
of Hayden Bros. on Pierre street and rapidly 
spread, sweeping every buildmg in the block 
on that street between Dakota and Missouri 
avenues, with the exception of the brick build 
ing to be used by the First National 
whicn turned the flames westward on Dakota 
avenue, burning four buildings on that thor- 
oughfare before being brought under subjec 
tion. 

The city bas no fire department and the 
forces used to fight the fire were so inadequate 
as to be almost useless. 

The total loss is estimated at $100,000, with 
insurance to cover one-third, : 

Among the buildings burned was the Banner 
Rink, which was to have been used by the con- 
vention next week. The committee are erect.

MAINE. 
BEYOND ALA. EXPECTATION. 

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 12.—(/Special.]—The 
returns from Monday's election are nearly all 
in, so much so that little change can be made 
by their reception in the grand plurality that 
had been given Goy. Robie, The returns from 
476 towns give a total vote of 142,171, divided 
as follows: Robie, 79,182; Rodman, 59,145; 
scattering, 3,642. Republican majority, 16,459; 
Republican plurality, 20,087. The size of the 
Republican vote has exceeded all expectations. 
It is larger than the canvass would have 
shown if all the doubtful voters had 
been counted as Republicans, and undoubtedly 
shows a return toa better political sentiment 


than has been known in this State for several 
years. Tne tariff question had much to do 
with this result outside of manufacturing 
towns, and the sujet is today better under- 
stood by the masses in Maine than even before. 
The average man, laborer or farmer, which- 
ever he may be, knows little of political econo- 
my. but the manner iu which the tariff issue 
was presented by the several speakers was 80 
clear and simple that it had a deal of influence. 
In the manufacturing cities, where the tariff is 
a more vital question to the laboring people 
than elsewhere, surprising as it may seem, the 
Democratic vote showed a large increase, and 
Lewiston and Biddeford, the two largest cotton 
manufacturing places in the State, gave large 
Democratic majorities. The reason for this 
undoubtedly is that the factory help in those 
places is largely French, and tbe only French 
paper in the State came out early in the cam- 
paign for Cleveland. The French vote seems 
to be naturally Democratic, for the towns in 
Aroostook County settled by the Acadian 
French from Nova Scotia always throw about 
ten Democratic to one Republican vote, Their 
Yankee neighbors, however, are awake to the 
question and loyally Republican.

STATE ASSOCIATIONS, 

Judge Lawrence of Obio has written a sharp 
letter reviewing the letter of Dorman B. Eaton 
on the relation of the State associations in 
Washington to politics, Judge Lawrence says 
his letter on State associations does not 
apply to any that 1 know of, and 
I have pretty good acquaintance 
with the constitutions and by-laws of most of 
them, I think. Of course no one supposes that 
a State association could levy assessments on 
its members for political purposes, nor do they 
do so. The Ohio association amended its con- 
stitunon when the Civil-Service law was passed 
so as to conform to it. There is nothing in that 
law to prevent members of a political party, 
whether members of the civil service or simple 
citizens, from associating for the discussion of 
politics, and of the interests of their party. 
They buy no documents, they pay no railroad 
fares for voters, and unless the Constitution 
itself should be amended there is no means of 
preventing such exercise of the right of free 
speech and free thought as these associations 
call for.” n 

DEMOCRATIC STEALINGS. 

Secretary Post of the Democratic Congres- 
sional Committee made a speech at the Dem- 
ocratic ratification meeting last night. Mr. 
Post is a very zealous and energetic young 
man who has frequentiy allowed his zeal to 
interfere with his discretion. He read a state- 
ment in which he endeavored to prove that the 
Republicans have been more corrupt during 
the last twenty-four years than the Democrats 
during their seventy-two years of power. Mr. 
Post might read with profit a document pub- 
lished by order of the Twenty-fifth Congress 
nearly forty years age. The document is re- 
port No. 313. It contains interesting figures 
relating to Democratic stealings in one branch: 
of the public service alone. It shows that 
within ten years Democratic receivers of pub- 
lic moneys stole $1,058,282 from sales of puodlic 
lands alone, and that not a man was punished. 
On the contrary Wiliam Linn, who was the. 
receiver at Vandalia, III., was delinquent about 
$100,000 for four years. He repeatedly refused 
to account for the same. Mr. Linn's term of 
office expired in 1833. President Andrew Jack- 
son immediately reappointed him, knowing that 
his accounts were short many thousands of dol-, 
lars. Mr. Linn did not pay. Hereceived several 
sharp letters from the Secretary, and finally re- 
signed Jan. 7, 1888. Mr. Woodbury in acknowl- 
edging the resignation simply remarked, under 
date of July 26, 1838: „I regret that so large a 
balance stil’! remains in your bands.” In 1836 
John Spencer was Receiver of Public Moneys 
at Fort Wayne, Ind. He, too, failed to “re 
mit when requested. Mr. Woodbury finally 
wrote Spencer a peremptory letter to pay over 
$100,599, for which he had failed to account.

SECRETARY OF STATE. 

Henry D. Dement of Dixon, the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State, Was one of the 
youngest soldiers in the war, entering as a pri- 
vate and coming out as a Captain. After a term 
in the House and one in the Seate, he was nom- 
inated for Seeretary of State in 1880 and elected 
by a plurality of 40,331 over John H. Oberly, 
now at tne head of the Bourbon machine in 
Iuinois. It was the universal testimony of 
both parties in the last two General Assemblies, 
and is the testimony today of all who have 
had business with the office, that Illinois never 
hadamore honest, capable, courteous, and 
painstaking Secretary.

TREASURER.

Despite his 
wounds, which crippled him for life, ne has 
ne vet yet been left in a race when running for 
office, and will graduate in November from the 
Circuit Court Clerkship of Cook County to the 
position of State Treasurer-elect. His opponent, 
Alfred Orendorff of Springfield, is no mean an- 
tagonist, but popular as he is among the mem- 
bers of certain secret societies and the mem- 
bers of his own party, the German sound of 
his name—the main cause that led to his nom- 
ination—will not save him. When it comes to 
names plain Jake Gross is a power to con- 
jure with among the Germans of both parties, 
as the handsome Mr. Orendorff will discover to 
his cost. 

AUDITOR. 

The contrast between the candidates ior 
Auditor is even more marked. On the Repub- 
lican side Charies P. Swigert of Kankakee, the 
present modest, efficient incumbent, is a candi- 
date for reélection. Like Gross, be came out 
ot the War with the marks of the conflict on 
him—an arm shattered at the elbow by a Rebel 
bullet. A popular German, he was elected and 
served for twelve years as County Clerk of 
Kankakee County and surprised all the slick 
politicians of the State when, in 1880, he went 
into the State Convention and bore away the 
nomination from so popular a favorit as Tom 
Needles, now a candidate for Congress against 
Bill Morrison. Like Dement, Swigert is 
a flesh-and-bicod representative of the 
young Republicans of Illinois, and the 
younger and best element of 
both parties for that matter. As Dement has 
made a model Secretary, so has Swigert made 
a model Auditor. His Democratic competitor, 
Walter E. Carlin of Jerseyville, has served two 
terms in the House without rising above the 
dull plane of meaiocrity or doing anything in 
any way to distinguish himself. He is simply a 
fair type of the rural Bourbon, without any 
exceptional element of strength—uniless it be 
his family name and the impression that he, 
too, hus a large burrel—-and will merely get his 
party vote. While a candidate for Auditor, he 
is also a candiiate for reélection to the House 
from a strong Democratic district. Like 
Seiter, Carlin is determined to hold on to the 
bird in the hand.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


George Hunt and Robert L. McKinlay, the 
Republican and Democratic candidates for At- 
torney-General, are both from the same town— 
Paris, Edgar County. Capt. Hunt was another 
young and intrepia soldier in the late War. 
Thrice elected to the Senate—in 1874, 1878, and 
1882—a general recognition of his great legal 
abilities won him the honored position of Chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary Committee, over 
which he has presided ever since. Criminal-law 
reform has perbaps never had any more sin- 
cere advocate in the General Assembly than 
Senator Hunt. His sterling honesty, the 
soundness of his judgment on all mat- 
ters, and especially those involving ques- 
tions of law, and his conscientious devotion 
to the best interests of the people, have gained 
for him the respect, esteem, and good will 
of every man who has associated with bim as a 
colleague. Like Dement and Swigert, Senator 
Hunt is a representative of the younger ele- 
ment in the party, to whom he has especially 
endeared himself. McKinlay cut a respectable 
though in no way brilliant figure as a member 
of the Legisiature. Whilein point of ability 
he easily leads his colleagues on the ticket 
there is nothing in his record or his personality 
to justify any claims that he will rise above the 
dead level of the mere party vote.

COTTON-SHED OIL. 


Manufacturers in the Mississipi Val- 
ley Meet and Form a Pool.

Provipence, R. I., Sept. 12.—¢Special.)}— 
Stafford & Co., manufacturers of fine yarn, 
having their headquarters at Fali River, and 
owning mills in Pawtucket, Dighton, Burrows- 
ville, and East Greenwich, made an assignment 
to William F. Mason and Albert E. Bosworth 
at Fall River this morning. The failure is not 
a surprise to the business and banking men of 
this city and Fall River. The house has been 
doing a losing business for more than 
three years. Mr. Stafford lost heavily 
by the rascaiities of Stickney & Chase. 
Stafford is credited with having recovered from 


his losses and to have made enough money ot 


his own to pay the indebtedness of Stafford & 
Co., and to be a man who will leave no stone 
unturned to meet the obligations of the firm, 
The company has persistently refused to do 
business on a cash basis, putting out paper 
with so much regularity as to cause the deal- 
ers in supplies to be wary. Such was the case 
with cotton brokers and mercbants in this city. 
The cottorr bought for the firm has mostly come 
from New York. In July the rating of the firm 
was cut considerably by Bradstrect’s because 


the inquiries made at Fali River and else- 


where were not productive of satisfactory re- 
sults. The banks at Fall River were extremely 
reticent, and, as the firm’s paper was out thea 
for about $200,000, it was deemed advisable to 
cut the rating. At the time there were those 
who thought the measure a harsh one, but 
subsequent events have proved that 
street's was correct.

SCHURZ’S SUPPRESSION OF TRUTH. 

Mr. Schurz is enough of a logician and 
moralist to know that the suppression of the 
truth is equivalent to a falsehood. His state- 
ment of Mr. Blaine's connection with the 
Little Rock & Fort Smith Railroad, which he 
repeated in his Chicago speech, conveys and 
is intended to convey the impression that 
Blaine bargained away his power as Speaker 
of the House of Representatives in consider- 
ation of an interest in the railroad. This 
would certainly have been a heinous offense 
if Mr. Blaine had committed it. It is infa- 
mous foranybody to charge such an offense 
upon him even by ingenious inuendo if the 
charge is untrue. 

Some of the facta, which are well known to 
Mr. Schurz and are deliberately suppressed 
by him, are the following: 

1. The ruling by Mr. Blaine as Speaker 
which saved the Arkansas land-grant to the 
company was a proper one; he could not 
have declined to make it, nor could be have 
made any other ruling without stultifying 
himself and committing a wrong by the will- 
ful misuse of his power as a Speaker. 

2. The bill which brought out this ruling 
had already been passed unanimously by the 
Senate and was subsequently passed by the 
House without a dissenting voice—circum- 
stances which confirmed the propriety and 
justice of the Speaker’s ruling. 

3. At the time of this ruling Mr. Fisher, 
to whom Blaine subsequently applied for the 
privilege to purchase some of the Little Rock 
bonds, had no connection with the railroad, 
and Mr. Caldwell, trom whom the bonds 
were finally purchased, was entirely un- 
known to Mr. Blaine when the land-grant 
passed Congress. 

4. It was not till several months after the 
Arkansas land-grant had been renewed by 
the unanimous action of Congress that Blaine 
applied to Fisher to purchase bontis in the 


Little Rock Railroad on the most favorable 


terins—on the ground floor”—-and it was 
not till much later that he actually obtained 
the bonds, which he then bonght at the 
market value and afterwards sold for much 
less. 

5. Does this state of facts—known and sup- 
pressed by Schurz—warrant the denunciation 
of Blaine as a dishonest man? Do they war- 
rant the likening of Blaine to Lord Bacon, 
who sold justice from the bench? If not, 
then Schurz’s attack on Blaine is false and 
malignant, and he stands convicted as a slan- 
derer, The one thing of doubtful propriety 
in Blaine’s correspondence was his remind- 
‘ing Fisher that he had on a previous occasion 
rendered the company a service by making a 
ruling which was right in itself. In passing 
judgment on this point men may differ, but 
it does not involve corruption, or conspiracy, 
or dishonesty, and it does not furnish the 
shadow of justification for Schurz’s willful 
misrepresentation of the case and his maii- 
cious deductions therefrom. The fact is, that 
Schutz exhibits a hot animosity towards 
Blaine, which plainly betrays a feeling of per- 
sonal resentment, else he would not so vin- 
dictively distort and pervert Blaine’s official 
record.

Mr. Schurz has come and gone, and he has 
left scarcely a ripple behind him to mark the 
wake in his course. He had a good-sized 
audience, but he could have attracted that on 
his own reputation as a public speaker, in the 
absence of an admission fee, even if the com- 
mittee had not hawked the tickets about 
town.

Schurz, who is a personal enemy of the Re- 
publican candidate for President, supports 
Cleveland professedly in order to beat Blaine, 
and swallows the Copperhead Hendricks un- 
willingly. Baker's Democracy is so vehe- 
ment, sweeping, and avowed that he de- 


nounces Gen. Logan along with Blaine and 


the Republican party along with both. 
Baker’s speech was a mere incident, of 
course, but it was significant of the real char- 
acter of the meeting, as well as of its Chair- 
man. 

Mr. Schurz has falled to make any impres- 
sion by his Chicago appearance, and there 
seem to be two reasons for it. One is per- 
sonal and the other is logical. 

There is a general befief that Mr. Schurz’s 
opposition to Blaine is owing to personal ill- 
will and revengeful tdeling. Schurz is not 
the kind of man to attract favorable atten- 
tion from Blaine. His political course has 
been too erratic. He is a nervous, fidgety, 
angular, cynical man who would have been 
called cranky if he had been endowed 
with less ability, He has always been rest- 
less and changeable in his political associa- 
tions as well as in his residence und business 
reiations. He is everything by turns, and 
nothing long. His suspicious nature, critical 
faculty, and rather bumptious tendency have 
always been more prominent than his creative 
ability. Asa politician he has been a sort of 
marplot, and has never been able to remain 
on good terms with his associates for any 
length of time. 

It is easy to understand that a man of su- 
perior ability, enterprise, and self-reliance, 
like Blaine, would not have the patience to 
put up with Schurz’s eccentricities and over- 
bearing insolence. Mr. Schurz deems it his 
right to resent the slights which he thinks 
Mr. Blaine has put upon him, but this re- 
sentment is so manifestly malicious that it 
weakens his power to influence the public 
against Blaine. 

The logical reason for Schurz’s failure to 
make an impression is because he begs the 
question and suppresses the facts. He as- 
sumes that Mr. Blaine is dishonest; he does 
not prove it. The case has been argued, and 
Mr. Blaine has been acquitted. The reply of 
Senator Hoar and Mr. Brucker of Milwaukee 
to Schurz’s Brooklyn speech was satisfying 
to all impartial men who had not already 
taken pains to examine into the matter for 
themselves. But Schurz continues to treat 
the disputed and disproved charges as if they 
had been admitted or demonstrated.

SCHURZ FOR A DISHONEST MAN. 

In his recent speech at Milwaukee Car! 
Schurz vouched for Grover Cleveland as an 
able man, an honest man, a strikingly hon- 
est man, and a civil-service reformer,” and 
called on his hearers to vote for him because 
of his personal honesty and pure character! 
In this connection we would like to ask Mr. 
Carl Schurz a few plain questions. 

A man’s personal honesty can only be 
judged by his actions, and the test is just as 
infallible in little matters as in great. If he 
is dishonest in small things he will be dishon- 
est in great things. When Cleveland aban- 
doned a learned profession to be Sheriff of 
Buffalo, the newsboys visited him New- 
Year’s morning and left copies of the annual 

ddresses of their papers. He patted them 
on the head and gave them a quarter each, 
and then charged the donations to the tax- 
payers cf the county, as appears by the fol- 
lowing entry in his accounts with the County 
of Erie: Jan. 1, 1872.—Paid carrier-boys 
of the Courier, Commercial, and Post 25 
cents each, 75 cents.” 

This isa little matter, but its very littleness 
is what makes it significant. Probably a 
meaner act of dishonesty was never per- 
formed by an official in this country. Is this 
what Carl Schurz calls a ‘* strikingly honest 
act ? 

The New York law says that the Sheriffs 
shall have for attendance upon any court $3 
As the easiest way of making out 
his bill, Cleveland took the court calendars, 
counted all the days that the three courts 
were in session, and charged them up at $3 
per day for each court! In this way, not- 
withstanding vacations, in one year he got in 
863 days’ attendante, for which he filched 
$2,589 out of the taxpayers. 

Nearly every charge which he made while 
Sheriff had to be cut down by the Super- 
visors because it was either extravagant or 
unlawful, and therefore dishonest. In the 
first year of his terin, instead of turning the 
fines which he collected into the Treasury, 
he put them in his own pocket. Is this what 
Mr. Carl Schurz calls honesty ? Do such 
acts constitute his ideal of an honest man? 

Sheriff Davidson of New York City and 
Commissioner Thompson were presented and 
their removal demanded by the Legislature as 
guilty of malfeasance in office—the one for 
misappropriating fees in a notorious manner 
and the other for systematically violating the 
laws relative to contracts, so that the city has 
been robbed of thousands of dollars. Yet 
both of these rascals have been kept in office 
by honest Cleveland in disregard of the in- 
dictment. Davidson was an active delegate 
in Cleveland’s behalf in the Chicago Con- 
vention, and Thompson is the chief manager 
in his campaign. Is this what Carl Schurz 
calls ‘‘ honesty” and cleanness ? 

While Cleveland was Sheriff of Erie Coun- 
ty he hanged two men. We have nothing to 
say as to the taste of Cleveland in voluntari- 
ly playing a röle which is repugnant to any 
man of ordinary susceptibilities. It was not 
necessary for him personally to have hanged 
them, as the laws of New York merely pro- 
vides that he shall see that malefactors are 
hanged. Either, therefore, he choked them 
to death himself because he enjoyed it, in 
which case he is a brute, or he banged them 
to get the large fees for that service, in 
which case he is no less a brute. But, not 
content with performing such a revolting act 
for the sake of the fees, he overcharged the 
county $160. Is this what Mr. Carl Schurz 
calls honesty ? 

During Cleveland's term as Governor two 
Democratic contractors, members of the Al- 
bany Phalanx, put in a claim fur extra com- 
pensation for work upon the State Capitol 
which had never been performed. It was an 
old swindling claim, and its payment was 
clearly unconstitutional and dishonest. It 
had been vetoed by his two predecessors, one 
of them a Democrat and the other a Repub- 
lican. Gov. Cleveland approved it! Is this 
what Carl Schurz calls honesty ? 

In his letter of acceptance Gov. Cleveland 
wer people pay the wages of the public employes, 
and they are entitled to the fair and honest work 
which the money thus paid should command. It 
is the duty of those interested with the man- 
agement of their affairs to see that such public 
service is forthcoming. The selection and re- 
tention of subordinates in Government employ- 
ment should depend upon their ascertained fit- 
ness and the value of their work, and they should 
neither be expected nor allowed to do questionabie 
party service. 

Eighteen State officials, holding appoint- 
ments made by Cleveland himself, with sala- 
ries aggregating over $75,000 per annum, left 
their offices with Cleveland's knowledge and 
consent, left their work, and came to Chicago, 
and were his most active henchmeu in the 
convention. Is this what. Mr. Carl Schurz 
calls civil-service reform ? 

Cleveland signed the General Railroad act, 
which put the taxpayers of New York City 
completely at the mercy of the ring which is 
now seeking to obtain the Broadway railway 
franchise, and which gives the Aldermen un- 
limited power so far as the valuable railway 
franchises of the city are concerned. Is this 
what Mr. Carl Schurz calls honesty or refor- 
mation ? 

We might go on enumerating instances and 
increasing the list of our questions, but these 
are sufficient for our purpose. If Mr. Cleve- 
land is dishonest in all these local matters he 
will be dishonest in National affairs. We 
might enter into the question of his vile pri- 
vate morals, and expose the hypocrisy of his 
civil-service reform pretenses, but we have 
confined ourselves to the subject of personal 
honesty, as this is one of the principal rea- 
sons Mr. Carl Schurz sets forth for his sup- 
port of the dishonest Governor of New York. 
We presume that Mr. Carl Schurz, with all 
his assurance and hardihood, will not pro- 
neunce any one of these transactions honest. 
But if they are not honest, why is he sup- 
porting him? Is it to earn a fee or to gratify 
a malicious resentment, or both ? 


Tue representatives of the Wabash who 
have gone to London to impress on the English 
stockholders of that wrecked concern the de- 
sirability of paying an assessment of $8 a 
share are not likely, from all that we can learn, 
to have a very cordial reception.

PossipLy the most startling thing in Car!

Schurz was then a member of that body, and pre- 
sumably present in the chamber, since he ap-

correction of a blunder. It passed the Senate 
unanimously, and Alexander Ramsey, John 
Sherman, and Henry Wilson were on the com- 
mittee that recommended its passage. The 
bill was as follows:

tend the time for the Little Rock & Fort Smith 
Railroad Company to com lete the first section of 
twenty miles of said road.“ approved April 10. 
1868. Be u resolved, etc.. That the provisoof an act

10. 1869. be, and the same hereby is, repealed. 


The facts about this precious little bill are 
fully set forth on page 1,698 of the Congreasiun- 
al Globe for the second session of the Forty- 
first Congress. The report on the bill by the 
House Committee on Public Lands, made by 
George W. Juiian of Indiana. is there printed 
in full, so that he who runs may read. It 
states that the act approved April 10, 1869, was 
merely declaratory in its nature —not mak- 
ing an original grant of lands, but “ decilaring*’ 
that a certain previous act did not take effect 
until the filing of a certificate with the State ef 
Arkansas by the Secretary of the Interior. 
But Congress had attached to this declaratory 
act the proviso concerning the sale of lands to 
actual settlers in parcels of 160 acres or less, of 
which Mr. Schurz spoke Thursday night. On 
this bead Mr. G. W. Julian, who is now a mem- 
ber of Mr. Scbhurz’s party, and bas always been 
a bitter opponent of railroad land-grants, said 
in the report recommending the passage of the 
bill: | 

Whether the interpretation of the act be.just or 
otherwise, the Congress, by the act of April 10, 1869, 
declared that suen was its true intent and meaning 
(namely: that time should not begin to run against 
the road until the Secretary of the Interior had 
formally certified the land-grant to the State of 
Arkansas}. A declaratory statute merely, not grant- 
ing lands nor reviving 4 dormant or lapsed grant, and 
conferring no original nor substantial rights nor bene- 
Ata, ougkt not, in the opinion of the committee, to pro- 
vide conditions; and, believing that the proviso to

the bill, the committee are of the opinion that the 
condition should be removed, and therefore rec- 
ommend that the Senate bill do pass. 


The bill passed the House by a vote of 109 to 
38—about three to one. Mr. Julian. who favored 
it, was one of the most relentless foes of rail- 
road corporations in the House. The bill came 
up in the regular order and was passed in the 
regular way, after a very brief debate, without 
the intervention of the Speaker in the least de- 
gree. We submit that if Mr. Schurz bas a 
spark of manliness or a particle of the clement 
of fair play in his composition be will withdraw 
this part of his insane accusation against Mr. 
Blaine—an accusation which only personal 
maiice and unscrupulous spite could sustain 
for a moment.

HANGED BY BOYS. 


A Negro at Dallas, Tex., Executed by 
a Mob Composed of Young Fellows, 
DALLAS, Tex, Sept. 12.—|Special.|—Wiiliam 

Allen Taylor, the negro who assaulted Mrs. W. 
H. Flippen three months ago, was lynched by a 
mob of 500 citizens fonight. Two weeks ago 
Taylor was identified by Mrs. Flippen, and 
Sheriff Smith, thinking the prisoner no 
longer safe in Dallas, ran him 
off four nights ago to the 
Waxahachie Jail. The people found out where 
he was, and were arranging to take him from 
that place of safety last nigut. Sheriff Smith, 
getting wind of this, started at midnight for 
Waxahachie. He was followed by three 
parties of citizens, one of which was 
set to watch the Ennis Road, the second the 
Midlothian Road, and the third the Clebourne 
Road. Just atter daylight this morning the 
Midlothian party went into the brush, mid- 
way between Midiothian and Waxhbachie, 
where they rewained till noon, when Sheriff 
Miller and Constabie Miller bove in sight in a 
double-seated buggy, baving between them 
Taylor. The party took the officers by sur- 
prise, disarmed them and placed them under 
arrest, and started for Dallas. At 10 
o'clock tonight they were met half 
a mile west of Dallas by about 
500 masked men, who took the prisoner 
and hanged him toatree. Taylor protested 
his innocence to the last. The mob was quiet 
and orderly. Astriking peculiarity of the mob 
was that it was composed almost exclusively 
of boys under 21 years of age, 


A HORRIBLE DEATH. 

Somerset, Pa., Sept. 12.—A point on the 
Southwest Pennsylvania Road a few mies 
from here was the scene yesterday of a borri- 
ble accident. A Prussian laborer was pouring 
powder into a hole from a keg which he held 
between his legs, when the trail of the powder 
was fired by a spark and instantly reached the 
keg, which exploded, tearing the flesh from the 
bones of the unlucky man from the waist to 
the top of his head. The fore part of his ekull 
was left literally bare, the nose being torn 
completely off, and his eyes biown out. Both 
ears were gone, and not a bair was lett on his 
bead. He was otherwise borribiy burned and 
cbarred, and death resulted in a few minutes.

THE WISCONSIN FLOUDS. 


4 
Terrible Scenes of Devastation Presented 
as the Chippewa Gradually Sub- 
sides—Enormous Losses. 


Three Thousand Needy People—Towns on the 
Lowlands Submerged—Two More Dams 
Destroyed, 


Eav CLArIRe, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Special.]—At 
10 o'clock tonight tho flood haa materially sub- 
sided and a fall of six or seven feet is record- 
ed. A report is afloat to the effect that there 
will bea rise of seven feet before morning, 
caused by the breaking of the main portion 
of the Paint Creek Dam, but so far as can be 
learned there is no reason for crediting this 
report, and, on the other band, it is confidently 
believed the worst of the flood is over and 
that the water will continue to fall. 
Throughout the day business has been sus- 
pended, and citizens have been faithfully car- 
ing and providing for the hundreds of dis- 
tressed and homeless families. But little at- 
tention has been given to viewing the 
scene of destruction, and no attempts 
have been made toward procuring 
an estimate of the losses of 
business firme and residents. Over 3,000 peo- 
ple are believed to bein want of food, cloth- 
ing. and shelter, many of whom are now being 
cared for at the court-house, public hails, and 
private residences. The Mayor, Common Coun- 
cil and citizens are holding a coun- 
cil at the city-hall tonight and discussing 
the possibility’ of providing relief for 
the needy. It is thought a call for assistance 
and relief for the sufferers will be issued to 
neighboring cit‘es. Voluntary assistance has 
been offered by the City of Cincinnati and 
other places already. 

APPALLING SCENES. 

The view presented to the eye as the 
water slowly subsides is one of utter 
desolation, and the magnitude of the damage 
can searcely be comprebended, Standing on 
the high bank on each side of the Chippewa 
one may secure but a bird's-eye view 
of the scene of disaster. Business 
and dwelling houses, corn-sheds, logs, 
lumber, trees, shrubbery, and  drift- 
wood tay in confused masses high above the 
main channel of the Chippewa. Streets run- 
ning north and south and east and west be- 
tween Barslow street on the north side 
and the river are completely blockaded 
by houses, logs, and driftwood. This 
point of the city presents the 
saddest appearance of the flood-visited dis- 
tricts. On the east side the streets are strewn 
with floating sidewalks and timber. 

All of the basements and cellars of the busi- 
ness and dwelling houses on the east side of 
the Chippewa are filled with water, and the 
damage to property from this source alone is 
estimated to be in the neighborhood of $70,000. 

On the west side of the river the situation is 
much the same. First avenue, running parallel 
with the Chippewa, bas for the most part been 
washed away, and scores of houses have been 
carried down stream. The loss to this part of 
the city will exceed several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Along the west bank of the river, above 
Shawtown, are located the Valley, Wilson, 
and Empire Mills. The sight is appalling. The 
Wilson Mill is a complete wreck, and the others 
are but a trifle better. The log-booms and raft- 
ing sheds of these three milis have been swept 
away, an‘ the |umber-yards in their immediate 
vicinity present a deploruble spectacie, the 
lumber being stattered hither and thither. 

Reports from along the Chippewa below 
here are to the effect that the low lands, be- 
tween this place and Wabasha, are completely 
submered, and the towns of Porterville, Merid- 
dian, and Durand have suffered severely. The 
logs of horses, cattle, sheep, and swine is 
enormous, and itis feared many lives have 
been lost. 

THE LOSSES. 

Rough estimates made today upon the total 
loss in the Chippewa Valley are that it will not 
fall short of $2,000,000. Of this amount the 
City of Eau Claire will represent nearly one- 
third. The loss of life cannot yet be learned. 

Two men were drowned last night. A num- 
ber of houses have fallen today. City officials 
and financiers say the City of Eau Claire is 
totally wrecked financially. 

EARTHWORKS WASHED AWAY. 

CulpPewa Falls, Wis., Sept. 12.—[Special.] 
—The Chippewa bas falien ten feet and is fall- 
ing five inches per hour. The city presents a 
woful appearance, wrecks of houses lying in 


the principal streets and alleys. The dumage on 
the Chippewa wil! reach over $1,000,000. 

The earthworks at Little Falls and Point 
Creek dams have gone out, entailing a great 
loss to the Chippewa Logging Company and the 
Chippewa Lumber Company. The French 
Lumber Company lost 1,000,000 feet of lumber. 

No further damage is expected. The Omaha 
bridge is safe. 

From the city side fifteen buildings have 
been carried away and from the south side 
twenty. Thecity will immediately commence 
the reconstruction of the bridges. The bridges 
through the country, with hardly an exception, 
have been carried away. 


A NEW JERSEY MYSTERY. 

New Brunswick, N. J., Sept. 12.—East New 
Brunswick, a populous district about one mile 
from this city, is greatly excited over the mys- 
terious disappearance of Miss Sarah E. Stevens, 
40 years of age, whoin April last went to live 
as housekeeper with a farmer named Perdun. 
During the night of Aug. 15 Miss Stevens re- 
tired as usual in a second-story bedroom. In 
the night two boys who slept in an adjoining 
room heard Miss Stevens cry out: Don't do 
it.” All was quiet a moment later, and the 
boys went to sleep. At 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the boys and Perdun arose as usual, but 
Miss Stevens did not appear. At 7 o’clock Per- 
dun forced the door of ber bedroom, and, he 
says, found it empty and her ciothing lying on 
the floor. He said nothing about the matter, 
and it only came to light last night. Chief of 
Police Fitzgerald of this city is working up the 
case.

A Scrimmage in Rates Likely to Re- 
sult—Expected Cut in the East- 
Bound Charges. 


General-Manager Oallaway’s Views of the 
Union Pacific Outlook—An Im- 
portant Proiect. 


Collapse of the Chicago and St. Louis 

Pool—A War in Rates Inevitable. 

The Chicago and St. Louis freight pool bas at 
last collapsed, and the prospects are that a war 
on freight rates between Chicago and St. Louis 
will at once be inaugurated. Tuis pool was 
organized about two years ago,and for the 
first year worked tolerably well. When the 
pool was reorganized a little more thana year 
ago the roads were unable to agree upon per- 
centages, and the matter was referred to Traf- 
fic-Manager H. C. Wicker of the Chicago & 
Northwestern for arbitration. Mr. Wicker's 
award cut down the Unnois Central's percent- 
age materially, and that company has been 
dissatisfied ever since. The pool should 
have expired by limitation July 1, and 
previous to that time the Illinois Central gave 
notice that it would not join in the reorganiza- 
tion unless its percentage was increased, and 
that it would not again trust the matter to ar- 
bitration. It bemg found impossible to get a 
meeting together before the expiration of the 
pool, the Lilinois Central agreed to allow the 
old pool to goon until Aug. 1. Still a meeting 
could not be held then, and again the Lilinois 
Central agreed to have the old pool extended 
to Sept. 15. 

A meeting of the General Managers and 
Generai Freight Agents of the various roads 
interested in this pool was beld in this city 


yesterday to take final action § regard- 
ing the reorganization of the pool. There 
were present; C. H. Chappell, Chicago 


& Alton; E. T. Jeffery and Horace Tucker, Lil: 
nois Central; T. J. Potter and Paul Morton, 
Burlington; M. M. Knight and C. L. Welung- 
ton, Wa>ash; and Commissioner 8. B. Brown. 
The lilinois Central maintained that it would 
not again join the pool unless the roads agreed 
to give it 20 per cent of the business. The ver- 
eentage it had under Wicker’s arbitration (14 
It bad a bet- 
ter and more direct route than the Burlington, 
yet the latter received 14% per cent. The 
other roads were not inclined to allow the Lili- 
hois Central the percentage it demanded, but 
Seciared their readiness to let the question again 


be decided by arbitration. They were 
willing that the arbitrator Mould take 
into consideration all the claims 


made by the Illinois Central regarding its facil- | 


ities, amount of business handied,etc. After 
a long discussion of that proposition the IIli- 
nois Central came to the conclusion that it 
would not again trust the matter of percent- 


nes to arbitration, and that unless the roads 


agreed to give it 20 per cent of the business it 
would go out of the pool next Monday. As 
the other roads could not agree to that propo- 
sition it was agreed to ict the pool expire the 
day named. 

Of course it will not be possible to maintain 
rates bereafter, as each road will try to get as 
Jarge a share of the business as possible 
in order to establish a basis for fixing per- 
centages in case an attempt should 
be made hereafter to reorganize the pool. The 
Illinois Central thinks that with proper efforts 

t will easily secure 20 per cent of the business; 
other roads, howéver, c.aim that it will not 

be able to get as much as it had under the 
pooling arrangement, as it had never carried 
during the life of the pool its full percentage, 
and the deficiency had always to be made good 
by the other roads. While all the roads de- 
plore the dissolution of the pool and the neces- 
sity of taking business at unprofitabie rates, 


yet they find consolation in the fact that the > 


business between Chicago and St. Louis does 

not amount to very much. 

Belief that East-Bound Freight Rates 
Will Soon Be Reduced. 

It is learned that the managers of the East- 
ern trunk lines held another meeting yesterday 
at Commissioner Fink's office to consider the 
existing treight and passenger complications. 
What action, if any, was taken at the meéting, 
could not be learned. It is believed that a 
meeting of the full Joint Executive Committee 
will be called in a few days to take some steps 
by which open rate wars may be avoided. As 
regards the passenger troubles, it is not be- 
lieved that an open and energetic war can yet 
be prevented, complications being of a most 
Serious nature, es pecially as regards the sys- 
tem of paymg commissions for the sale of 
tickets to outside parties. Some of the roads 
can not be induced to join in an 
arrangement for abolishing the commission 
system, and as long as this system prevails it 
will not be possible to maintain uniform rates. 

As far as freight matters are concerned the 
Situation is not so serious. All depends upon 
the adjustment of the percentage question. 
If percentages can be agreed upon that will 
prove satisfactory to the Grand Trunk and one 
or two other roads there will be no great difii- 
culty in carrying out the agreement. None of 
the roads desire a war in freight rates, as the 
bulk of earnings are derived from the freight 
traffic. Were it not for the present stagnation 
in business the roads would feel more 
inclined to make concessions to each other, 
and the difficulties would be soon settled. 
But as there is hardly any business 
going forward, the roads feel inclined to cut 

rates in order to increase their shipments. It 
is not believed that either the Grand Trunk or 
any other road will be allowed to withdraw 
from the pool, but matters, it is expected, will 
be amicably adjusted as soon as business im- 
proves. In the meanwhile the only thing that 
can be done to prevent the cutting of rates is 
to make a general reduction in rates to such fig- 
res as will prevent roads from cutting without 
money, and to force the business now 
taking the lake lines back to their roads. It is 
the general opinion that this question of redu- 
cing freight rates was the principal topic of dis- 
cuesion at the meeting of the trunk-line man- 
agers yesterday, and that a reduction will soon 
be ordered. 

New York, Sept. 12.—[Special.]—-The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the trunk-line pool met 
today at Commissioner Fink’s office and dis- 
cussed the freight situation and the attitude 
of the Grand Trunk, which still continues to 
be a disturbing element.

The price, which 
Thursday was as high as 61%, opened 
today at 59%. and declined to 5S, 
the closing and lowest quotation. The heavy

If it be 
true that the floating debt is really $11,000,000, 
instead of $5,000,000. the factis taken as re- 
vealing a worse state of affairs than bas veen 
supposed. 

The attention of Jacob H. Schiff and R. Suy- 
dam Grant, two prominent Erie directors. was 
called to the London cables, but they both de- 
clined to diseuss the matter. On the street, 
however, the wonder is how this vast float- 
ing debt could be created, and several 
prominent brokers expressed the opinion 
that there should be a rigid investigation of 
the management. It is thought that Mr. 
Jewett's and Mr. Blanchard's resignations 
may have been due te their knowledge of the 
nature of this report, and that they had no 
desire to stand by a sinking ship. That there 
are to be whplesale changes in Erie there can 
be no little doubt. 


The Fort Wayne **‘ Betterment stock“ 
‘ Litigation. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 12.—An argument was 
commenéed in the Court of Common Pleas 
this morning in the proceedings brought by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to compel the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago Railway Company 
to issue the ** betterment stock on the lease, 
and to enjoin them from proceeding to forfeit 
the lease for the witbnolding of rental claimed 
to be due. The plaintiff claims that the money 
is withbeld under the lease because the stock- 
holders refuse to issue the stock as provided 
for in the agreement. A hard legal fight is an- 
ticipaced. Ex-Senator Scott of Philadelphia 
and ex-Judge Logan ef Westmoreland County 
represent the Pennsylvania Company, and the 
Hon. C. W. Cass of New York the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Company. 

On behalf of plaintiffs affidavits by President 
Roberts and others were read setting forth that 
the betterment stock was not wanted for the 
purpose of obtaining control of the road. In 
support ot this fact it was cited that whenever 
requested proxies have been turned over to 
President Meyer, of the Fort Wayne Company, 
to vote as he deemed proper. For the defend- 
ants aflidavits were presented denying that the 
agreement between the two companies cailed 
specifically for the issuance ot stock as security 
for betterments. Argument will be continued 
tomorrow. 


Will Northern Pacific Lease the Ore- 
gon Railway & Navigation Line? 

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 12.—([Special.]—The 
statement is made bere on good authority that 
tne directors of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
at a very recent meeting adopted a resolution 
recommending stockholders of the company 
not to enter into a contract with the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company for a lease of 
the latter's property. The annual meeting of 
stockholders will be held the 19th inst., and, as 
this meeting of directors was for the special 
purpose of deciding the question of the lease, 
the action is regarded as final. Wheu Presi- 
dent Harris was cut here two months ago he 
said his company was willing to lease on the 
terms demanded by the Oregon Railway & 
Navigation Company. 


The Proposed Springfield & Southern. 

HILusBoro, III, Sept. 12.—/[Special.}—D. T. 
McIntyre, President of the proposed Spring- 
field & Southern Railway Company, 
ceipt of advices from London that $100,000 
will de placed on deposit Oct. 1, and $100,000 
each thirty days thereafter, and that all ar- 
rangements are complete for the construction 
of the road.

IHE STATE BOARD. 


Discussing the Fair and the New Or- 
leans World’s Exposition. 

The State Board of Agriculture met last 
-nightin the Sherman House, with a large at- 

tendance. The committee appointed to pre- 
pare acall fora National Live-Stock Conven- 
tion during the Fat-Stock Show reported the 
same. It states that a convention of those in- 
terested in the breeding and management of 
the various classes of live stock in the United 
States will be held at Chicago Thursday and 
Friday, Nov. 13 and 14, during the first week of 
the American Fat-Stock Show. The results of 
the co» vention of last year ubundantly demon- 
strated the importance of such an assemblage. 
The present condition of the live-stock inter- 
ests, especially the information that contagious 
disease bas made its appearance among the 
cattle of the Western States, is proof of the 
need of such a convention. The codperation of 
agricultural and live-stock associations 
throughout the country is invited and dele- 
gates are upged to attend. The report was 
adopted. 

Permission was given to have a parade of 
machinery on the track this morning, and to 
allow the exhibiters to remove their goods at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The matter of sending an Illinois exhibition 
to the World's Cotton Exposition at New Or- 
leans then came up. It was stated that the 
total receipts of the fair so far had been $30,- 
000, while the expenses and premiums had been 
$40,000, thus leaving them but little leeway in 
the matter of further expense. It was stated 
that they had no authority to appropriate 
money for making a display at New Orleans, 

and it was doubted that a display of the kind 
could in any manner advance the interests ot 
the agriculturists of the , State of IIII- 
nois. It would take $15, to make a 
display, that would be gratifying to State pride. 
Mr. Frank Gilbert, the State mmissioner to 
the Cotton Exposition, said th would be an 
éxhibit at New Orleans from this State any- 
way. The Illinois Central Kdad had made a 
proposition to him that would igsure something 
of an exhibit, and if this exhibit was all Illinois 
sent it might be considered that the railroad 
had done it all. He thought that the agricult- 
ural interests of the State bought to be repre- 
sented. 

Mr. Reynolds said if some riyairy could be 
getten up at county fairs a good exhibit of 
agricultural products could be sent. They 
could do nothing with the mechanic arts, for 
every manutacturer was his own boss and 
would have his goods there. Let every mem- 
ber of the board in hisown district work up an 
interest in the mattor. 

Mr. Haskell said the show of farm products 
at the State Fair could be procured. The corn 
there now would not da, as it was not fully 
matured. Corn was the great product of the 
State, and would make avery fine display. There 
should be collected wheat, grass seed, garden 
seeds, and such things. If the members would 
take this matter into their respective districts 
and have such products sent to Champaign it 
could there be overhauled and put in shape for 
exhibition. 

Mr. Reynolds said there was nothing to pre 
vent the State Geologist from furnishing sam- 
ples of the coais and other mineral products of 
the State for an exhibit. 

Mr. Conrad said the space allotted to the 
State could be used to show certain processes 
of manufacture. 

Mr. Reynolds thought an article that could 
be made as well in Texas as Illinois would not 
represent the State, nor tne basis ot civiliza- 
tion. its climate, and soil. 

Mr. Virgin offered the following resolution: 

WHEREAS, It is important that a creditable exhi- 
bition of the agricultural products and mineral re- 
sources of the State be made at the World's In- 
dustrial and Cotton Centennial Exposition at New

That a committee of three be appointed 
by the Chair to propose an address for the county 
agricultural societies and individuals requesting 
contributions of non-perishabie products for ex- 
hibition at New Orleans. | 

Resolved, That the membets of this board de re- 
quested to heartily codperate with the Hon, Frank 
Gilbert of Chicago, the Commissioner for this 
State, in making a creditable exhibit for the State. 

The resoluuons were adopted.

THE STOCK-YARDS. 


An Immense Outpouring of Voters 
Welcome Gov. Oglesby Last 
Night.

A Sample of the Irish-American Land- 
slide from the Democratic —~ 
Party. 


An Andience in Hearty Accord with Re- 
publican Sentiment—Olubs in the 
Parade. 


If Carter Harrison bad been at the Transit 
House last night and looked over the crowd as- 
sembied to greet * Uncle Diek he would have 
come to the conclusion that there was much 
truth in the claim that the Irish-Americans 
have deserted the Democracy by thousands. 
Such a number of voters was never gathered 
together before in the Town of Lake. The 
meeting under the auspices of the Democrats a 


couple of weeks ago in this bitherto 
stronghold of the party was a large 
one, the attendance being estimated at 


8,000. That last evening gotten up by the Re- 
publicans was twice as large,” according to 
the statement of a Democratic reporter for a 
Democratic paper who was present at both 
gatherings. Fully half of the 16,000 people 
present were Irishmen, And how they did 
cheer for Blaine and Oglesby! The speakers’ 
platform was located south of the hotel, the 


adjoining large verandas of which were 
packed full of people, while in front 
there were fifteen acres of humanity. 


About 2,500 sat on benches, the others 
standing and listening for nearly three hours. 
Several hundred Chinese lanterns were strung 
on the fences and verandas, and the platform 
was embellished with flags, flowers, and potted 
plants. The Committee of Arrangements was 
avery happy set of men. They looked for a 
good-sized crowd, but did not anticipate such a 
one as came. The meeting was the most suc- 
cessful ever held by the Republicans at the 
Stock-Yards, and the attendance certainly indi- 
cates a great change of political sentiment 
there. 
THE PROCESSION. 

The procession formed on Forty-third street, 
beginning at the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne track, 
and was in charge of Marsbai J. C. Bonart, 
with the following aides: Samuel Cozzens, B. 
E. Hopkins, A. C. Potter, Eugene Reilly, James 
Porter, Peter Bagley, Harry Hough, W. H. Mc- 
Crary, Charles Bean, L. F. Swift, J. 8. McFar- 
land, L. Truitt, 8. Whidden, M. J. McCarthy, 
and Henry Higgins. 

The trains bringing the clubs from Engle- 
wood, Washington Heights,Oakiand, Hyde Park, 
and the various wards of the South Division of 
Chicago arrived by the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern at Forty-third street at 7:40 o'clock, 
where the Stock-Yards and Fourth Ward cav- 
airy companies met the various delegations 
and all others west of Porty-third. The Kecep- 
tion Committee with Gov. Oglesby and the oth- 
er Town of Lake clubs were in waiting west of 
the Fort Wayne track, the clubs facing in open 
order north and south of Forty-third street 
just west of the Fort Wayne track. 

The order of march was as iollows: From 
the rendezvous west on Forty-third street to 
Winter, south to Forty-fifth, west to Emerald, 
north to Forty-third, west to Transit House 
Square, and around the square to the north of 
the Transit House, filing into the grounds from 
the eastern entrance. 

THE CLUBS.

The gathering was called to order by Ed 
Kirk Jr., who named the Hon. J. B. Thom- 
as for Chairman. Mr. Thomas expressed his 
pleasure at bemg called on to preside over a 
meeting to receive and greet the next Governor 
of Illinois [applause|—to show the country 
that the Town of Lake was one of the prime 
‘actors in the political arena of the State. The 
oth of November, when the votes were count- 
ed, the town would roll up a ma 
jority for Blaine, Logan, and Oglesby. 
{Applause.| Carter Harrison, in all probability,

P. T. BARRY. 


P. T. Barry, ex-Democratic Representa- 
tive, was then introduced. He admin- 
istered N gentlemanly but severe 


rebuke to some Democratic roughs on the out- 
skirts of the crowd who were disposed to be 
disorderly, expressing the hope it would not be 
said of the Town of Lake as of parts of Chica- 
go that free speech was at stake. He then 
went on to say that the question of politics was 
oue that concerned every body—the rich and the 
poor, the unlettered as well as the highly edu- 
cated. The very undations of the country 
were laid so as to give the masses an interest 
in its welfare, and a chance to participate 
in its benefits. If the masses only appreciated 
the great benefits conferred upon them by the 
American institutions the future of the Ke- 
public was certainly assured, but if the people, 
on the other band, cared no more for the insti- 
tutions of this country than to go to the polis 
and vote for any man who was nominated by a 
political party, no matter whether the enemy 
of che masses or not, thus heaping 
instead of asserting 
the dignity, and honor, and manhood, they 
would be increasing and embracing the evils of 
which there were too many. He claimed that 
the nominee of the Democratic party for Pres- 
ident was the greatest enemy of the industrial 
classes of the country that the Nation had ever 
produced. {Applause.| His every public act 
as Governor stamped him as the implacable eu- 
emy of labor. This Republic was founded 
upon the dignity of labor, and any man 
who insulted labor, or was hostile to it, would 
never be elevated to the higbest office in the 
gift of the people. [Applause] Democratic 
orators and newspapers, instead of meeting the 
issues squarely and fairly, seemed to be im- 
posing upon the credulity of the people and 
forcing issues that were not pertinent at ail to 
American politics. Mr. Barry stated the facts in 
the McSweeney case, showing that he was a poor 
law guardian at the time of his arrest, having 
in order to bold office in Ireland resworn alle- 
giance to the Queen. But Mr. Blaine wrote the 
strongest kind ot a letter in his behalf. Ad- 
verting to the desertion of the Irish from the 
Democracy he said they had been the enemies 
of the Republican party for thirty years, but 60 
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per cent had found out at last that they were 
60 wrongfully. 
DEMOCRACY'S LOVE. 

In answering the question what had the 
Democratic party done for the Irish he said 
that Perry Belmont, the deadly foe of the race, 
had been put at the head of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations by the 
Democratic House, and placed Finerty at 
the tail of an unimportant committee. He 
also referred to Hewitt's resolution regarding 
O'Donnell, and his apology to the British Min- 
ister, as the Democrats didn’t mean what their 
action indicated. Harrison also received a 
scoring for refusing to preside over the meet- 
ing in Chicago to protest against the arrest of 
Parnell. The Irish were not fighting for any 
political party, but for the assertion of their 
manhood, for the release of their 
souls and bodies from the siavery of the 
Democratic party. [Applause.] They never 
bad better friends than William H. Seward, 
Wendell Phillips, Thad Stevens, and James G. 
Biaine—Republicans. It was Blaine and a Re- 
publican Congress that brought about the 
treaty of Washington and compeliea Great 
Britain to relinquish her claim of “once a 
subject always a subject,” and to open the 
cell door of Costello. The interests of America 
and European nations were not identical. The 
Irish laborers would never vote for free trade, 
but would become members of the party which 
protected the industries of the Republic. [Ap- 
plause. 

At tbis point the proceedings were sus- 
pended to give the procession an opportunity 
to take up a position in the ten-acre block just 
south of the square, where the crowd was.

Col. Dan Muun was the next speaker, and en- 
tertained the crowd for nearly an hour, mak- 
ing many telling bits. 

GOV. OGLESBY. 


After music J. B. Thomas introduced Rich- 
ard J. Oglesby as the next Governor of III 
nois. A thunder of applause lasting fully five 
minutes greeted Gov. Ogiesby, who said 
the lateness of the hour would compel him to 
be brief. He had seen many grand scenes, 
but none more imposing than that presented 
tonight by the grand procession of American 
citizens marching to the ballot-box. |Ap- 
plause.|] He reviewed his residence in Dlinois 
and his advancement step by step, until in ex- 
alted manhood be had found bis lot cast among 
the free and happy people of Illinois. Hard- 
ships bad assailed bim for years. He had 
patieutly toiled at the carpenter's bench 
and learned in youth and obscurity 
the dignity of labor, and how grand 
it was to win once success by the 
muscies which God had given him. On the 
battlefields of Mexico, and for the life of the 
Republic, in the gold and silver mines, and as 
a mechunic he bad learned these great lessons, 
and bad ever done bis part to make labor equal 
and easy to mankind, according to the laws of 
God and of morality. 

OFFICIAL LIFE. 

At last the good people of Illinois elevated 
him to the executive head of their State, and 
aguin testified their love for him, and then ele- 
vated bim to the United States Senate. For years 
he bad been in the private walks of life, moving 
along with the great throng before him, sympa- 
thizing with their every impulse, until again he 
bad for a third time been honored by the nom- 
ination to the chief office in the gift of the peo- 
ple of Illinois. The people would bear with him 
in bis reference to his obscure origin. He bad 
gone on and on in his career, until tonight he 
stood in the Stock-Yards of Chicago—and 
where was there a civilized dation today that 
bad not beard of them? It was a universal 
name which had sent forth the glory of its 
people around the world. Here came all the 
lean, the spotted, and the fatted cattle—- more 
than Jacob had—and the grunting hog, and 
conspired to add to that world-wide fame of 
the Stock-Yards of Chicago. [Cheers and 
laughter.] The speaker belonged to the grand 
army of laboring men, and sympathized with 
the thousands who used their muscle here 
through the long, weary hours ot the day and 
far into the night, doing their duty for hu- 
manity—whether in the slaughter and 
packing houses, or facing danger in the 
yards—always grandly and nobly work- 
ing for thelr fellow-man; preparing 
food for the poor, huugry, downtrodden kins- 
menin Europe. It was to these men here to- 
night of brawn and muscle that capital must 
look, 

THE MEN WHO TOIL 

He talked to just such mer every day, and 
felt that he knew the heart of hearts of the 
common people. He kuew that in America, 
in the giorious land of the free, nothing was 
regarded as more bonorable than a laboring 
man. The bright, smiling faces of the ladies 
here tonight (turning to the balcony.which was 
crowded with women) was an evidence of the 
fact that be who toiled was considered a gen- 
tleman and qualified to grace any of the par- 
lors of the land. He cared not what country 
his auditors had come from—the downtrodden 
green isie or the Fatherland, from sunny 
France or baimy Italy, or from Switzeriand, 
Sweden, Norway, or Denmark—when they came 
to America they were at once tree men and 
tree thinkers. Liberty could never degrade a 
man; the moment he became a free person he 
took a step nearer Heaven, and from that time 
onward each step was upward—never on the 
downward track. Whethera man came from 
the flelds, from behind the counter, or from 
the stock-yards, if ne carried in bis hands. 
worn and hardened with toil, the credentials 
of honest labor, be had a passport to 
any position in the land. The speaker 
had learned the simple lessons which he 
had been reciting to his hearers in the ranks of 
the grand old Republican party, and they could 
be learned nowhere eise. [Applause.] 

Gov. Oglesby then recounted the many ways 
in which the Republican party bad shown 
itself to be the friend of the workingman, and 
for over an hour held his audience. At the 
conclusion of his remarks some one proposed 
“three cheers for Uncle Dick.“ which were 
given with a will, and then after three more 
rousing hurrahs for Blaine, Logan, and the 
State ticket the vast crowd dispersed.

NARROW ESCAPE. 


A Boat Containing Six Young Girls 
Capsized in Deep Water—The Res- 
cue. 

Brown's M1118, N. J., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
Six young girls, not one of whom could swim, 
struggied helpiesly and frantically today in 
the lake here, where the water is twen- 
ty feet deep. The Hev. Robert Burke, a 
strong-armed priest of Mount Holly, and E. 
A. Fairchild, a young Philadelphia merchant, 
who witnessed the accident from the shore, 
swam bravely out and rescued the drowning 
girls. The occasion of the meeting was a pic- 
nic at the lake, and the young girls—Laura 
Prickett, May Kelly, Teresa Cook, Allie and 
Kate Riley, and Blanche Grabam—wandered 
down from the camping-ground to the edge 
of the water. Miss Prickett suggested that it 
would be great fun to go out in a boat 
without waiting for the young men to ask 
them. They were soon embarked, and, 
as neither of the girls could row, 
confusion ensued, and soon changed to 
alarm. The boat had drifted to deep water 
and there was no one in sight. Vainiy they 
sought to urge the heavily-laden craft toward 
shore. Misses Prickett and Cook baving ex- 
hausted themselves at the oars an effort 
was made ‘to change places, but in 
executing this maneuvre the boat cap- 
sized, emptying its living freight into the 
deep lake. Blanche Graham's piercing scream 
brought Father Burke and Mr. Fairchild to the 
scene, and in less than a minute after the boat 
upset each had grasped one of the girls and 
swam with his burden to the boat, which was 
floating near by, bottom upward. Bidding 
them bold fast to it, the two men swam out 
ayvain and brought two others safely to the cap- 
sized craft. .Miss Grabam had sank for the 
last time when Father Burke, exhausted 
and panting, left the boat for the third time to 
risk his life for another. He dove and brought 
up Blanche Graham's body. Holding her bead 
above’ the surface with one arm, he slowly 
swam tothe boat with her and managed to 
hold on until assistance arrived from the shore. 
The rescuers were made the lions of the day, 
but the priest soon withdrew to his home, 
leaving all the glory to his companion,

One of the most enjoyable features of the 
opening rally of the Republican campaign in 
Boston at Tremont Temple Tuesday night was 
the speech of Emery A. Storrs of this city. 
Though following ex-Senator Boutwell and 
Gen. Hawley, and therefore speaking at a late 
hour, the brilliant and witty orator of the riff- 
raff West heid bis audience to the very last. 
His speech, nearly every period in which was 
punctuated with applause or laughter of the 
heartiest sort, was as follows: 

A RIFF-RAFFER FROM RIFP-RAFFVILLE. 


Mn. CHAIRMAN AND FELLOW-CITIZENS: At this 
hour of the night it would be presumptuous in me 
to undertake anything like a full or elaborate dis- 
cussion either of the principles involved in the 
pending Presidential campaign or of the candidates 
themselves. It seems to me, since I read the 
papers this morning, that the necessity for very 
much discussion has passed and that political 
oratory bas resolved itself, after all, pretty much 
into a hallelujah of great delight on the one side 
and a wail of lamentation on the other [laughter], 
with an occasional bleak and dismal whistle com- 
ing from, the brush and from obscure places in the 
scenery, intended, no doubt, to keep up the courage 
of the whistler. [Laughter. } 

Iam not unmindful whom Lam addressing. I 
know lamin Boston, in the State of Massachu- 
setts, in the New England States. Iam a resident 
of the State of Lilinois; | ama citizen of the United 
States. [Applause.] Lam with you a joint pro- 
prietor of Bunker Hill [applause], made so by the 
fourteenth and fifteenth constitutional amend- 
ments, and have a common interest in Paul Re- 
vere and in that remarkable cargo of tea, the un- 
shipping of which led to such splendid results a 
good many years ago. 1 am from what in New 
York has been characterized as the Rowdy West.“ 
and what, by one at least of New En- 
giand’s famous clergymen, tas been denomi- 
nated as the * riff-raff West.“ [Laughter.] Mayl 
say to you, because I know it will be something, 
that this characterization has not greatly disturbed 
us in the West, nor has it made us angry; and yet 
Senator Hawley will tell you we do not lack spirit 
ona proper occasion. [Laughter.] We have an 
abundance of it. Don't trife with it. [Laughter.] 
Our State was the only State in the Union, Mr. 
Chairman, that filled its quota without a draft [ap- 
piaute ], and we sent over about 18.000 troops be- 
sides to Missouri, a strong Vemocratic State, as 
you may remember, which will cast its Electoral 
vote for Cleveland. 

NO PURGATORIAL POLITICS. 

Iam not an Independent in politics. [Laughter.] 
I recognize no purgatorial politics, no halting, half- 
way station between heaven and hell. [Lausuter.] 
To me it is the heaven of good Republican gov- 
ernment, or it is the bell of that diabolical, old. in- 
ferna! Democratic party [laushter] thas has never, 
in allits long, consistent, bad, and criminal! career 
done a right thing except at the wrong time. 
[Laughter.! I wisn to say of this Democratic par- 
ty nothing unkind or angenerous, and of the Inde- 
pendents it is my purpose to speak in terms of the 
utmost tenderness. [| Laughter. | 

Why should we mourn departed friends. 

When I read the announcement a few weeks ago, 
Mr. Chairman, that they had gone, I accepted it 
with a great deal of solid comfort and Christian 
resignation [laughter]; but when I read along a 
littie further the statement that their absence 
was to be temporary merely and that they intended 
some day to return, lL confess—who should not con- 
fess it—that my mind was filled with the direst ap- 
prehension. Our party has made some mistzkes. 
If you will permit me to suggest, it has been grow- 
ing a little too rapidly at the top. [Laughter.] I 
am prepared to exchange political esthetics for 
the horny-handed and the hard-fisted. Applause. 
I see Mr. Curtis and Mr. Schurz going for the 
fourth or fifth time. [Laughter.] My feelings 
have been lacerated and my heart has been wrung 
many times at their departure. They have played, 
already, too many farewell engagements. [Laugh- 
ter.) Lsee coming to us in countiess thou-ands 
the old-fashioned Democrats from whose eyes the 
scales have fallen, liberated and freed; andas I 
see the esthetics going and the patriotic hard- 
working citizens come, I recognize the first rule of 
private hospitality. I welcome the co ming and 
speed the departiug guests. [Loud laughter, ap- 
plause, and cheers, and a voice. Give it to them. 


WHAT Is THE * BETTER ELEMENT” ? 


We have heard in the West something about the 
“ better element ot the party. [Laughter.] In 
our plain way, because we have been. building up 
States, and cities, and empires, and have not had 
time to bolt, we have thought that the better ele- 
mentofthe party was the biggest element, and 
that the wisdom of this great party of ours was in 
the majority. Now, don’t you think so? [Voices, 
es, sir.“] Every time. I dislike this appropri- 
ation of the phrase The thoughtful and the con- 
scientious citizens’’ by afew gentiemen who do 
not act with the majority of the thoughtful and 
conscientious citizens. [Applause.| Lum in favor 
of the scholar in politics; but nevertheless I do be- 
lieve, with Edmund Burke, thatit was the great 
good fortune of the British people that they were 
never ruled over a few months at a time by their 


philosophers and their wise men. My fel- 
low-citizens, the great reforms in this 
world, those reforms from whieh civil 


liberty and individual liberty bave derived any 
benefit, have not come from the clouds down, but 
from the ground up. (Applause. ] I believe in the 
spinal column of this country. [Applause.}) I 
read the announcement—for in the West we do 
take the Atlantic Monthly and have Gospel privi- 
leges [luughter|—I read that these gentlemen are 
exceedingly solicitous as to what they call the 
purity of the young men. Mav I be permitted to 
suggest that the farmers of Illinois and of the great 
West—those strong, splendid, broad-browed, great, 
big-hearted men, those men who buried the doc- 
trine of flat money under a majority of 40,000— 
think they are quite capable themselves of tuking 
care of the morals of their sons?

And, most of all, they do not propose to turn the 
custody of these morals over to an assorted lot of 
gentiemen, half of whom deny the existence of a 
God, and the other balf of Whom believe that man- 
kind, themselves included, were developed from an 
ape. [Laughter,] 
INDEPENDENTS AND INDEPENDENTS. 

Now, then, what does it mean to be independent 
in politics? If the word has a particie of signifi- 
cance, it is a refugal to acknowledge allegiance to 
either of the great political parties of the country. 
These gentiemen are simply independent of the 
Republican party to which they formerly belonged 
—spasmodically'and occasionally belonged. They 
have attached themselves to the Democratig party. 
And they are not independent of that when they 
acknowledge allegiance to it. How absurd it is. 
If a refusal to vote the Republican ticket and in- 
dorse Republican candidates ls an evidence of in- 
dependence, then the Democrat is a good deal 
more independent than the Independent, because 
he has that way as Independent been inde- 
pendent a good while longer. [Laughter.] Will 
some astute logician tell me the difference between 
a genuine real old-fashioned, and one of the orig- 
inal Democrats, this campaign, and the new articie, 
the Independent?

This is a very remarkable party of ours, the Re- 
publican party. It never had, in all its long and 
splendid and lustrous career, a leader who could 
take it one single inch in the direction it didn’t 
wantto go.

THE CARGO INSURANCE POOL. 

Burra.o, N. V., Sept. 12.—(Special.]—An- 
other meeting of the cargo insurance pool 
representatives was held today. In this pool 
are the following companies: Phonix, Buffalo, 
Western of Toronto, Exchange, and Fireman's 
Trust, represented by Smith & Davis; Thames 
& Mersey, Union of Philadelphia, State of Penn- 
Sylvania, and Great Western, represented by 
Crosby & Gunning; Boston Marine, repre 
sented by T. H. White; tna, represented by 
O. T. Flint; and Continental, represented by L. 
Dimick & Bro. Cargo rates now charged by 
the pool are 25 cents on grain from Chicago to 
Buffalo. The outside companies some days 
ago advanded rates to 40 cents, although it is 
said that the rate was lived up to for a very 
brief time, and that these Companies are 
now writing risks also at 25 cents. 
Generally in September rates bave been ad- 
vanced by all companies. and 10 cents is at this 
time considered au equitable premium. It ap- 
pears that ali of the pool companies excepting 
the Continental are in favor of now putting up 
the rates, and these meetings have been held 
to smooth over this disagreement and prevent 
a rupture of the pool. The Continental seems 
determined to adhere to the present rates, and 
will carry its point even though it has to with- 
draw from the pool, It is a fact that it has al- 
ready asked for asurrender Of its policies by 
the other eleven companies, and has agreed to 
deliver up the policies of those companies 
in its bands. The matter will probably be 
definitly decided tomorrow. T. H. White has 
returned to Chicago, but his company is repre- 
sented by Smith & Davis.

HELPING THE HELPLESS. 
THE GOOD WORK OF THE LAKESIDE SUMMER 
SANITARIUM. 

A most interesting work of philanthropy is 
being carried on by Mrs. B. Shoeneman at the 
Lakeside Summer Sanitarium, on the lake- 
front at the foot of Twenty-fifth street. The 
sanitarium, which was instituted by Mrs. 
Shoeneman last summer, is designed specially 
for the benefit of the sick children of the poor. 


The institution is still in its infancy, 
and the buildings are of a very tempo- 
rary character, yet incalculable good 


has been rendered to hundreds of sickly 
children, who have bere @ place where they can 
breathe the invigorating lake breezes and revel 
to their hearts’ content on green grass. The 
sanitarium consists of a large shed 150 feet by 
twenty-four feet, with canvas curtains that 
can be raised or lowered according to the state 
of the weather, a batb-room, a laundry, and a 
kitchen. It is open all day for the reception of 
sick children. Warm lake-water baths, plenty 
of wholesome food, and comfortable woolen 
underelothes are provided free of charge. 
During July 304 babies, from 6 months to 2 
years old, were cared for, and 342 during 
August. 

The institution will close for the summer 
Sept. 15. It has had a most successful season, 
during which only three deaths have occurred. 
Many children whose lives had been given up 
by physiciaus have been brought back to health 
and vigor through the careful, tender nursing of 
Mrs. Shoenemanh and ber assistants. The work 
is entirely unsectarian, and funds have been lib- 
erally contributed by many of the best citizens. 
Drs. L. T. Potter. H. Martin,’ and R. Rau- 
doiph, the regular visiting physicians, have 
given their services gratuitously. 

Mrs. Shoeneman is anxious still further to 
extend the usefulness of the institution by 
erecting a permauent building where the more 
delicate children can be kept at night, and 
where mothers who work all day can leave 
their children. Sheis also desirous of com- 
bining with the sanitarium a training-school 
for nurse girls, where practical instruction 
would be given in the care and management of 
children. Such a scheme will doubtless entail 
a considerable expense, as ground must be 
purchased and a suitable building erected; but 
it is expected that funds will be readily forth- 
coming from the rich people who appreciate 
the work, and from the poor, too, whose chi- 
dren have been benefited. The women who 
support Mrs. Shoeneman in her work intend to 
give a ball for the benefit of tho sanitarium at 
Battery D Armory in November. 


ON CHANGE. 
COMPLICATIONS GROWING OUT OF AN APPLI- 
CATION FOR QUOTATIONS. 

Rumors were current on Change yesterday 
that Mr. James Milne of the Committee on 
Market Reports, who has carried on such a vig- 
obus crusade against bucket-shops, had re- 
signed his position on the committee owing to 
the action of Congressman Dunbam, who is 
credited with championing the cause of an al- 
leged Cincinnati bucket-shop operator. Mr. 
Epply of Cincinnati, the man in question—who 
is understood to run a bucket-sbop at Cincin- 
nati with a clock apparatus after the fashion 
of that in use at the Pheenix—has applied time 
after time to the Market Committee for 
the quotations. The committee has per- 
sistently refused to give him any tick 
ers,’ on the grounds that he dia 
not comply witb the rules of the board. Con- 
gressman Dunham, of whose firm Mr. Epply is 
a correspondent, thinking that his customer 
had not received proper consideration at the 
hands of the committee, took up his case anu 
had the matter appealed to the Board of Direct- 

who, however, fully sustained the decision 
of the committee. What was Mr. Milne’s rea- 
son for his rumored resignation was not defi- 
nitly known, but it was believed to be influ- 
onsed by Congressman Dunham’s action in 
this e. 

Mr.“ Milne, when seen, refused to state 
Wwhetler he had resigned his position on the 
committee or not. He referred the reporter to 
Mr. Neison Biake, who, as President, is the 
officiai oracle on all such subjects, but that 
official could not be seen, as he is confined to 
the house with sickness. 

Congressman Dunham stated that Mr. Epply 
was a vorrespondent of his firm, but that they 
had not done any business for him for over 
three months, as they could not get him his 
‘“*tickers’’ from the board. He considered 
that Mr. Epply had complied with the require- 
ments of the board, and bad told : com mit- 
tee that he ought to have the quotations. The 
committee and Board 6f Directors held a dit- 
ferent opiscion, and there the matter stood.

THE TELEGRAPH. 
THE BALTIMORE & OHIO AT WORK INDEPEND- 
ENTLY—APPOIN TMENTS. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Company, 
which withdrew from the Unived-Line Pool 
Tbursday, started to work entirely separate 
trom the other two lines yesterday. The Balti- 
more & Ohio has transferred its business at St. 
Louis and Cleveland from the United-Line 
office to the offices which it occupied previous 
to the commencement of the pool. The sepa- 
ration of the lines is being made harmonious- 
ly, and the companies concerned are showing 
every disposition to accommodate one another 
to that the public service may not suffer. The 
joint service was still in existence on the Board 
of Trade yesterday, but will be discontinued as 
soon as the two parties have got their separate 
offices partitioned off. The withdrawal of the 
Baltimore & Ohio will cause no material 
changes in Chicago, as each company still bas 
its own separate office. 

The pool was never looked upon as very 
stable by men who knew, and it was pretty 
generally prophesied that it would not last over 
sixty days. It has verified the predictions by 
collapsing in less than six weeks. 

R. Stewart, late Superintendent of the Bank- 
ers’ & Merchants in Chicago, has been ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the Southern, Line 
at Richmond, with which the Bankers’ & 
Merchants’ has connections. 

Mr. Dougherty, of the Postal & Cable Com- 
pany, has been appointed Manager of the joint 
lines of the Postal and Bankers’ & Merchants’ 
at St. Louis, and Manager Wise, who had charge 
of the United Line, has returned to his position 
on the Baltimore & Ohio.

COUNTY FINANCES. 
WHAT THE RECKLESS DEMOCRATIC COMMIS- 
SIONERS BRAVE DONE. 

At the rate the expenses of the various coun- 
ty departments have been increasing during 
the last year the County Commissioners will 
either have to begin immediately a rigid sys 
tem of retrenchment or devise some scheme 
for increasing the county fund for general ex- 
penses. At present the fund for this purpose, 
which is in the hands of the County Treasurer, 
amounts to $255,000, which the Commissioners 
hope to increase at least $100,000 during the 
next three months from the surplus revenues 
of self-sustaining departments and the proceeds 
of the tax sales now in progress. This 
will make the general fund $355,000, with 
which the expenses of the County Hospital, 
Insane Asylum, and various other depart- 
ments must be defrayed until the Marob taxes 
are gathered in. This would allow the County 
Commissioners $70,000 per month for expenses, 
but as they are at present expending $90,000 
per month the taxpayers will be anxious to 
learn bow the County Fathers propose to sur- 
mount this financiai difficulty. 

lt will be remembered that the County Com- 
missioners recently reviewed the pay-rolis of 
these very departments, which were already 
sources of extravagant outiays of public 
moneys, and reckiesly increased the salaries of 
from three to ten of the employés in each of 
them, although they were certainly well cared 
tor ‘before. This is another instance of the

Conventional Lies. 

The cry of despair that in the first half of 
this century rang through the introductory 
pages of Alfred de Musset’s “ Confessions” is 
repeated less poetically, lees graciously, but 
with greater strength and more impressive- 
ness, by that enfant terrible of modern Aus- 
tria, Max Nordau, who in his latest work, ** The 
Conventional Lies of Our Civilization,” boldly 
throws down the gauntlet to modern society in 
& manner rather suggestive of journal- 
ism than chivalry. The imprudence which 
led the Austrian Government to for- 
bid the sale of this book bas 
directed to it the attention of the reading 
world, and given it a reputution far beyond its 
merits. The book is filled with undeniable 
truths, to be sure; but mostof them have been 
pointed out before, and many of them have 
been stated in language more dignified and 
therefore more convincing. The author's ve- 
bemence; his shallow philosophical knowl- 
edge; his stylistic ease, which smacks too 
much of French journalism; his want of re- 
finement in dealing with facts which should be 
treated delicately or not at all; and, above all, his 
disregard of the feelings of his opponents, 
make the true champion of progress and free- 
dom sigh. Gifted, brilliant, right in the main, 
Max Nordau has uttered truths only to irri- 
tate, and they will never be productive of good 
results. The portion of the reading public that 
most needs to realize in what a tangle of lies 
modern society is enmeshed will never read 
Max Nordau's lengthy tirades, or will read 
only to find fault, and to confirm its old 
belief that of all possible worlds, 
the next world excepted, this is the best. 
On the other hand, those who side with the au- 
thor will only find the sad results of their cwn 
experience set forth in a manner sometimes 
serious and forcible, but too often flippant and 
superticial. It is only to be regretted that such 
industry, clearness of perception, and sympa- 
thy with the victims of conventional lies as 
went to the making of this volume are accom- 
panied by faults which will deprive it of the 
great influence it might else have had. 

The defects of the work having been indi- 
cated, it is possible now to proceed to the more 
pleasant task of giving a short review ot Con- 
ventional Lies and quoting some of its many 
excellent passages. Though a confessed athe- 
ist, Max Nordau does not hesitate to make use 
of the familiar phraseology of the Bible. 
**Mene, Tekel, Upharsin’’ is the heading of his 
first chapter. The melancholy note of pessim- 
ism is struck at once: 

Notwithstanding the growth and increase of al! 
conditions to promote comfort, the human race is 
today more discontented, more irritated, and more 
restiess than ever before. The world of civiliza- 
tion is an immense hospital-ward; the air is filled 
with groans and lamentations; and every form of 
suffering is to be seen twisting and turning on the 
beds. Go through the world, and ask each country 
you come to: “Does contentment dwell here? 
Have you peace and happiness?’ From each you 
, will bear the same reply: Pass on; we have not 
that which you are seeking.“ 

And in a somewhat hasty résumé of the pres- 
ent conditions of the European States he finds 
support for this gloomy view. Let the danger 
is not political, not social; its roots lie deeper 
—in the depression, the uneasiness, which 
characterize the mental attitude of every fully- 
develeped man who has attained to the hights of 
modern culture. Ali over the world there isa 
fear of facing the reality—a strong inclination 
to drown consciousness in an art, a literature, 
a philosophy, or a religion that still bolds forth 
a hope no longer existing in the heart of man. 
The use of intoxicants and opiates is increas- 
ing, and the natural consequence of this in- 
stinctive self-deception, this search for tempo- 
rary oblivion, fs quieide— the nal plunge 
into eternal oblivion.”’ 

Economy, literature and art, philosophy, politics, 
and all phases of social and individual life, show a 
certain fundamental trait common to all—a deep 
dissatisfaction with the world as it exists at pres- 
ent. From each one of these multitudineus man- 
festations of human intelligence arises a bitter cry 
—the same in all cases—an appeal for a radical 
change. 

Only one epoch of the world's history can be 
compared to the present: those centuries in 
which the Roman Empire was slowly crumbling 
to decay. Even the Dark Ages had in the fervid 
religious faith of the masses a form of conso- 
lation; and the Freneh Revolution, amidst all 
its horrors, was marked by enthusiastic optim- 
ism. Asking for the cause of ali this misery, 
the author finds his answer in the perpetual 
conflict between our secret convictions, our 
modern view of life, and the forms of society 
which all, more or Jess, originated in and are 
founded upon a religion and a system of poli- 
tics that belong to the Middle Ages. Max 
Nordau eontends that— 


or unconsciously by all the cultivated minds of the 
present day—-is from the standpoint of natural 
science. We look upon the universe as a vast 
aggregation of matter, possessing the attribute of 
motion, which reveals itself to us under the form 
of various physical laws, some of which we have 
discovered, defined, and proved, while we are as yet 
only on the track of the rest! these lawa we accept 
as immutabie and without pessibility of exception. 
The problem of the beginning and final destiny of 
things we have given up as impossible to be solved 
with the means of our organism, As a matter of 
convenience. we have accepted, as a provisory con- 
clusion for certain trains of thought, the hv- 
pothesis that matter is eternal. The acceptance or 
this theory, the oni purely arbitrary one in our 
system, serves to explain to us all the various 
phenomena of Nature, while it does not contradict 
our comprebension of physical laws. It excuses 
us from accepting anv theory in regard to an eter- 
nal will or intelligence, or, as man has always des- 
ignated it, God, which would have the disadvan- 
tage of forcing upon us, if we accepted it. a whole 
series of similar hypotheses—-such as prophecy, 
the soul, and immortality, all of which are incapa- 
bie of proof and cannot be sustained by our rea- 
son, while at the same time they are in direct op- 
position to all the laws of Nature, which we know 
to be fixed and unyielding facts. If we descend 
from the universe to our raee—to man—we see in 
him, as n necessary consequence of our concep- 
tions of material nature, merely a living being, 8 
ting perfectly into its allotted place in the ranks of 
living organisms, and governed in all things by the 
common laws of the organic world. Wecan dis- 
cer no proofs of any spectal favors or privileges 
granted to man more than those enjoyed by every 
other anima) or vegetable organism. 

At the close of his first chapter the whole ar- 
gument is summed up thus: 

This perpetual conflict between our ideas and all 
forms of our civilization—this necessity for carry- 
ing on our existence in the midst of institations 
which we consider to be lies—these are the causes 
of our pessimism and skepticism. This is the 
frightful rent that goes through the entire civilized 
world. In this insupportable contradiction we lose 
all enjoyment of life and all inclination for effort. 
It is the cause of that feverish sense of discomfort 
that disturbs the people of eniture in all countries 
today. In it we find the soletion of the problem of 
the dismal tone of modern thought. 

It will be the task of the fellowing chapters to set 
forth in detail the different phases of this discord- 
ant strife between the principal conventional lies 
of our civilization and the truths they deny, based 
on natural science, which we have adopted as our 
conception of the universe. 

Little more need be added. From the quo- 
tations given, the author's point of view, his 
style, and the direction of his sympathies are 
evident. He asserts in his preface that his 
book is a faithful presentation of the views 
of the majority of educated and cultivated 
people of the present day.“ He may be right: 
but many of these ‘‘educ¢ated and cultivated 
people” will certainly prefer the ecientitic 
seriousness of a Huxley or a Darwin to the 
journalistic prilliancy of Nordau. The book 
deserves, nevertheless, to be widely read, hoth 
in America and Europe. It has one undesia- 
bie advantage: it is written in a style 80 
popular as to fall within the in- 
tellectual range of the great mass. While 
much of its contents refers to European insti- 
tutions, there is inetruction for the American 
reader in the chapter on The Political Lie,’ 
wherein the author unmercifully strips bis 
readers of ail illusions concerning government 
by the people, and gives a graphic description 
of the tricks and machinery of a political cam- 
paign. The wise beads that now with great grav- 
ity announce the profound” truths of political 
economy will find their systems, built on the 
statistics of some fifty years, rudely handled 
in the pages of Nordau; while on the other 
hand the Socialists will be somewhat 
burprised to learn from a radical 
that their teachings are “the outgrowth 
of a preposterous chimera, evolved from 
the inflamed imagination of certain dreamers. 
deaf and blind to the realities of the world and 
human nature.” The’chapter on The Matri- 
monial Lie is marked by a crudity, not to say 
grossuess, of expressiop that renders discus

sion of it here impracticabie, It is not clear 
that Nordau approves of monogamy. 

Max Nordau is the child of his period, and is, 
of course, better at criticism than construc- 
tion. His proposition to substitute the worship 
of Humanity for the various forms of the 
Christian religion will seem absurd enough to 
those who have read Mr. Herbert 1's ro- 
ply to Mr. Frederick Harrison. e English 
translation of “Conventional Lies” is pub- 
lished by L. Schick of this city.

Mgr. Capel and the Protestant-Epis- 
copal General Convention. 

Evanstow, III., Sept. 12.—| Editor of the Trib- 
une.|—This is a pamphiet of some ninety pages 
by a Roman eccliesiastic of considerable note and 
more than ordinary abilities, whose mission to 
this country isto most persons a conundrum, 
but who is bound to be seen and beard as a 
champion of the Roman See, and who, but for 
the lack of that fine saintliness which her pre- 
lates not infrequently exhibit, would bea pow- 
er in her behalf and a menace to her antago- 
nist. 

The text of the pamphiet is taken from the 
dispute in the Protestant-Episcopal General 
Convention over the proposed modification of 
the name foisted upon the Anglo-American 
church in the title-page of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer—a dispute which overlooked the 
still more offensive identification of the 
church with the “different denomina- 
tions” in the fifth paragraph of the 
preface, failed of its immediate object 
through the attempting of too mich, and only 
served to fasten upon the church an irrepres- 
sible conflict over a titular defect, while the 
crucial difficulties remain unsettied. 

The pamphlet is eminently cienr in its style, 
pure in its English, and courteous in its tone. 
For what some would call a Popish doocu- 
ment,“ it bears a curiously favorable com- 
parison as placed alongside of certain Prot- 
estant productions in the days of De Koven's 
martyrdom. It contains nothing offensive, 
save its facts and inferences, but that is apt to 
be the case when some one shrewder than our- 
selves is arguing his own side rather than ours. 

With the first part—that on the church—no 
churehman will quarrel. On the contrary, all 
might study it with profit. Printed by itself it 
might prove a very seryiceabie tract for the 
times. As for part second—on the name Cath- 
olic’""—there is nothing in it exceptionable. 
It has rather the appearance of superfluity; 
for the Anglican no less than the Roman 
claims a common heritage in all that belongs to 
the church during the first seven centuries. 
Indeed, this part of the discussion is without 
point, except as it anticipates the author's 
later attempt to impeach Anglican and Ameri- 
can legitimacy as having been bastardized by 
Henry VIII. 

It the sketch of the origin of the church in 
England, which follows, the writer, as a Roman 
historian might be expected to do, ignores the 
other and earlier traditional sources of the in- 
troduction of Christianity into Britain, in be- 
half of a sole and exclusive claim for the mis- 
sions of the Roman church. This, however, is 
a point of slight importance; for no 
wellanformed churchman doubts that 
to ‘say nothing of St. Augustine, 
whose mission was not directly suc- 
cessful—to the efforts of those great Roman 
ecclésiaatics, Wilfrid of York and Theodpre of 
Canterbury, we owe the rescue Of the church 
in Britain from the disjointed and semi-chaotic 
Celtic and Scoto-Irish Christianity, and its mold- 
ing into coherence and power as the Church of 
England. Nor will any one churiishly refuse 
to recognize the magnificent results wrought 
by the Church of England under the energy 
and devouon of prelates who to English grit 
added the executive sagacity and force of 
Rome. No more will any one deny the fact 
that, through the violence of a vicious King, 
the obsequiousness of a weak Patriarch, and the 
timidity and torpor of a Rome-taughi prelacy, 
the Church of Engiand in the times of Henry 
VIII. suffered from irregularities, wrongs, 
outrages, from under which her survival and 
retention of any order, grace, of goodness was 
so nearly a miracie that sbe may be justly said 
to be what she is solely by the gracious provi- 
dene of God, 

This, however, brings one to the writer’s real 
argument, which may be simmered down to 
this; The Pope of Rome is Universal! Bishop or 
Supreme Patriarch of the Church Catholic. He 
is, hence, the only source of ecclesiastical ju- 
risdiction on earth. As his supremacy in the 
Church of England was overthrown by Henry 
VIII., whatever of the Power of Order the 
English Episcopate may have retained, it has 
had since then, or at least since the accession 
of Elizabeth, no “Power of Jurisdiction.” 
Whatever, therefore, is done in and by the En- 
giish church is irregular and s¢hismatic. She 
has, henee, no right whatever to the title Cath- 
Olio, And, as for the American church 
—being, as it were, a sort of ille 
gitimate chiid of the schismatic Church of En- 
giand—the case is even stronger. She is not 
only not Catholic, but never was so. Hence, to 
say nothing of the “Filiogue” lapsus, the 
worthy Chicago Chancellor was, as to the title 
of the American church, not only off his base 
in the General Convention, but really had no 
base to be either oft or on. All this is put with 
a fluency of statement, an ass@rance of cor- 
rectness, and an innocence of artfulness that 
are almost irresistible. 

There is in it all, however, that which the in- 
telligent reader will not overigok. The argu- 
ment begs the crucial question. This suprem- 
acy of the Pope—this sole Petrine right of 
jurisdiction on which he hangs the lineal de- 
pendency of everything Catholic-—this is 
really the one point in dispute. Greek, 
Anglican, and American deny it: and, 
excepting that in Eugland it was for a long 
period submitted to, but with iterated protest, 
they have always done so. As for the suprem- 
acy of the Crown in the Church of England 
which supplanted Papal supremacy, and of 
which the writer says none too harsh things, it 
was an Outrageous usurpation, was submitted 
to under the pressure ofa fierce tyranny, and 
was never by the church, in her proper con- 
cillar character, recognized. It has, hence, 
been her calamity—not her crime. Her 
ecclesiastical integrity and her spiritual acts 
have been no more invalidated by it than the 
Patriarchal church was destroyed by the 
bondage in Egypt or the Jewish church 
by the Babylonish captivity, or, for that 
matter, not a whit more than the 
Roman church was cut off from a true 
succession and robbed of ber Catholicity by the 
subjugation of the Papacy to the French crown 
during its so-called Babylonish captivity ’’ at 
Avignon; not so much so, indeed, as was the 
reeult of the conflict of the Anti-Popes during 
the Great Schiam which followed. The fact 
is, while Jurisdiction has its value, the ques- 
tion of Orders, which the writer has shrewdly 
avoided, is far more vital. Yet he would be a 
bold man who would at this day, in the face of 
a skilled antagonist, deny the validity of 
Angiican orders on the ground of any inter- 
ruption of the Apostolic succession through a 
separation from the Papal supremacy. On 
any tuch ground, Eastern orders, no 
less than Anglecan, would go by 
the board; and, for | that matter, 
even those of Rome during the Anti-Pope 
schism would be as difficult to certify as the 
prophetic meaning of the Apocalypse. 

Astor Anglican departures from the Catho- 
lic faith, on which the writer lays a certain 
stress, not the Thirty-nine Articles, but the 
creeds of the Anglican Church must determine. 
Whatever authority may be claimed for the ar- 
ticles, they are national and modern, and can 
in no way override the Catholi¢ creeds. To all 
of these creeds the churck bolds; their articles 
each and all she maintains, not excepting even 
the Athanasian—a symbol which specifies the 
true Catholic faith with anathematizing posi- 
tiveness, but which makes no mention of those 
dogmas and practices of the Roman 
church whieh Anglicanism is condemned 
as un-Catholic for rejec —e. g.: Tran- 
substantiation, the worship of the Blessed 
Virgin, of the Saints, of relics; and the doctrine 
of Purgatory, etc.—some of which a simple 
study of chronology shows to have been neither 
of Catholic nor universal acceptance in eithor 
place or time. That the voice of the American 
church with reference to this symbol has been 
less clear, is true. But that has not been due 
to any denial of its doctriné, but only to a 
doubt as to its proper Catholic authority, and 
as to its possessing any value above the Nicene 
Creed—the one only universal symbol of the 
Christian faith. | 

To conclude: the tractate, while marked, as 
has been said, by much literary and logical 
skill, adds nothing new to the great contro- 
versy between Rome and the rest of Catholic— 
to say, of course, nothing of testant—Chris- 
tendom. (**Catholic”’: An ntial and Ex- 
clusive Attribute of the True Church.

Vol. 8 of Funk & Wagnalls’ “Standard 
Library is by the Rev. Charles H. Spurgeon, 
and is entitled The Clewof the Maze; and 
The Spare Half-Hour.“ “The Clew of the 
Maze’’ consists of striking paragraphs designed 
to furnish inquiring readers with a clew to 
faith in the mazes of skepticai tendencies and 
doubts. These selections are not intended as 
arguments, but as suggestions and guide- 
boards. The following afte specimens: It 
bas been well said, Nothing is easier than 
to doubt. A man of moderate ability 
or learning can doubt more than the 
wisest men believe.’ Faith demands knowledge, 
for it is intelligent grace, able and anxious to 
justify itself; but infidelity is not required to 
give a reason for the doubt that is in it—a de- 
flant mien and a blustering tone answerits pur- 
pose quite as well as argument. In fact, the 
present acme of unbelief is to know notbing; 
and what is this but the apotheosis of ignor- 
ance? Great is the glory of knowing nothing.” 
“That we should limit our confidence to the 
region of our senses is au absurd st pposition. 
Steam, electricity, gravitation, and the rest of 
the giants are all invisible. The earth is held 
in its orbit by forces which we cannot grasp.” 
“Sneers are poor, p@try things; they 
are not born in good men bosoms, and most 
wise men despise them en leveled at them- 
selves. They break no bones, and men of 
backbone smile at them. Yet, with the weaker 
sort, they are terrible weapons of war; and 
the dread of them has made more cowards 
than the roar of cannon.” The second part of 
this volume, “The Spare Half-Hour,“ contains 
several very interesting sections, among 
which Ghost Stories for Christmas' is promi- 
nent. The admirers of Mr. Spurgeon will find 
many things to enjoy in this volume. 

‘Number One, and How to Take Care 
of Him” ‘(Funk & Wagnails), is a 
series of popular talks On social and éanitary 
science by Joseph J. Pope, M. R. C. S., L. S. A., 
of London, whois an eminentiy sensible and 


practical writer. It consigts of six talks. The 
first is entitled The Hunjan Lamp, and How 


to Trim It“; which abou in good sugges- 
tions in regard to the m&chinery of human 
life and the precautions necessary to keep it 
in order. Talk Second is on **Good Cheer; or, 
Number One’s Larder’’; which discusses the 
best aiets. Talk Third pertains to Table 
Luxuries; or, Coffee, Cayenne, Cigars, and 
Cognac.“ The subject of Talk Fourth is Work 
and Play: or, Jack a Dull Boy.) Fashion 
and Figure: or, The Mistakes of Our Modern 
Wardrobes,”’ is the topic of Talk Fifth. Talk 
Sixth is on Our Hidden Euemtes— Dust and 
Dirt: What They Areand® hat They Contain.“ 
The reader will not often Meet with more val- 
unable matter within the same limits than in 
this volume of 160 pages. 

* Wit, Wisdom, and Philosophy of Jean Paul 
Fred. Richter“ is edited by Giles P.Hawley. Ihe 
introduction consists of e:.tracts from Thomas 
Cariyle’s essays on Richter, and trom Long- 
fellow's Hyperion.“ Though the name of 
Richter has tong been familiar to all 
readers of general literature, but few have been 
acquainted with more than brief quotations 
from his writings. The present volume affords 
a better idea of his genius, and the peculiari- 
ties of his thought and style, than can be de- 
rived from any otber work of like size in En- 
giish. It contains 225 pages of selections from 
Richter’s sixty volumes. These selections are 
arranged under seventeen different heads: 
Nature, Art, Society, Friendship, Love, Mar- 
riage, Happiness, Borrow, Discipline, Cbharac- 
ter. Education, Authorship, Satirical, Charity, 
Time, Imagination, Religion. Carlyle says of 
Richter: * He has been called au intellectual 
colossus: and in truth it ig somewhat 
in this light that we view him. His 
faculties are all of gigantic mold— 
cumbrous, awkward in their movements; 
large and splendid, rather than harmonious 
and beautiful; yet joined in living union, and 
of force and compass altogether extraordina- 

. “But,” he continues, “deeper than all 
these lies humor, the ruling quality with Rich- 
ter, as it were the central fire that pervades 
and vivifies his whole being.” The passages 
from Richter in this volume of the Standard 
Library will create a taste for his writings and 
a demana for more’ extended translations. 
The foliowing are illustrations of his modes: of 
thought and expression, taken from the 
selections under the head of Imagina-

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ELECTRICAL WONDERS. 


Some Account of the Marvels to Be 
Seen at the Philadelphia 
Exhibition. 


A Wonderful Display Made by the 
Various Electric-Light Com- 
panies. 


The Space Devoted to Edison’s Work— 
An Electrical Railway, Etc, . 
Ete. | 


— — 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 5.— [Special Cor- 
ros pondence. ] —If Benjamin Franklin could re- 
tum this day to the city of his birth and get a 
glimpse of the acres of electrical marvels that 
are now on exhibition bere he well might hide 
his head forever, having gioried in the little dis- 
covery that tise lightning of the Heavens and 
the lightning of the Leyden jar are twins. The 
exhibition takes place about a block above the 
old Pennsylvania Railroad depot at Thirty-sec- 
ond street and Lancaster avenue. The oid sta- 
tion itself is used as a lecture-room. Two hun- 
dred thousand square feet of space were by the 
original plans set apart for the necessury buiid- 
ings. That, however, was found all too little, 
and 28,000 feet more had to be added. There 
are thousands of exhibits, and they come from 
all parts of the world. 

THE LIGHT SUPPLIED. 

There are twenty-one exbibiters of electric 
lights and methods of generating light by elec- 
tricity alone. The largest are given by the 
Brush, the Edison, and the United States Com- 
panies. The Brush Company have three ele- 
gantiy furnished rooms, illuminated by incan- 
descent lights such as are intended for private 
dwellings. The lamps are sippiied by a direct 
dynamo, and rest in beautifully carved and 
painted brackets. The company contribute 
fifty arc lights of great power to the 
iilumination of the outside of the building, 
and furnish the power for the hundred 
lamps that pour a flood ot pure white light from 
the bigh western tower. The Edison Company 
also have a splendid display, showing the 
method of lighting the interiors of dwellings. 
Their lamps vary fromthe simplest arrange- 
ment imaginable to costiy and exquisitly de- 
signed works of art. The corporation has 1,600 
lights in the show, and has undertaken the il- 


lumination of the great main tower. It also 
carries its wires across to the old railroad sta- 
tion, and with 50 incandescent lamps lights 
up what is now the main lecture-hall of the 
exhibition. The company employ nine dyna- 
mos for furnishing power, among them an 
enormous one called Jumbo,“ that weighs 
thirty tons and is capable of sup- 
plying power enough for 2,000 incandescent 
lamps. The power is conducted to the lamps 
by underground conduits and three-wire 
tubing. Each conductor is carefully insulated 
from the others, and the wires again are kept 
from contact with the tube. The U nited States 
Company illuminate the staircases of a tower 
at Thirty-third street and Lancaster avenue, 
the ticket-office, an aisle in one wing of the 
buildings, and a passage from a balcony to the 
east wall. They furnish power in all to more 
than 2,000 lamps. Scores of other arc-iamps 
hang across the centre dome of the building. 
When all these are lighted at night the effect 
is something almost overpowering. It is a 
wonderful indication of the material: progress 
of the age. The lamps have been so arranged 
that no shadows are to be seen. A flood of 
white light rivaling day in purity and brilliancy 
falis over everything. f 
THE DYNAMOS. 

The display of dynamos is extraordinary. 
There are 150 of them altogether, running 
down from Jumbo to little things that look 
line toys. All the principal electric-light com- 
panies have, besides the dynamos used in sup- 
plying power to lights, several more on exhi- 
bition. Among a group of exhibits is a dy- 
namometer, an instrument used for testing the 
horse-power of the dynamo itself. The Vander- 
poele Compfiny display six dynamos capable 
of supplying 200 arc lights, the Bell Com- 
pany five, the Thompson-Houston three 
the Whitehouse-Milis and the Rechter two 
each, and the Western, Mather, Acme, and Ex- 
ceisior Companies one each. The Bernstein 
Company supply sixty incandescent lights, 
each of 120 candle power, from three big dyna- 
mos. The Equitable Company supply two big 
lamps with two machines, and the McTighe 
Company have three dynamos for generating 
power for twenty-five arc and projecting signal 
lanterns. The Union Smith & Signal Company 
call to mind that the great question of the fut- 
ure is that of electrical motor power by ob- 
taining moving force from three big dynamos. 
The Daft Company also have two machines for 
the same purposes. Several quiescent dynamos 
are also to be seen. Eight of a foreign make 
are shown by Queen & Co., one by Prof. Forbes 
of England, and four by the Excelsior Com- 
pany. Not fewer than sixty-one dynamos are 
in operation at once. They furnish the power 
requisit for more than 5,000 incandescent 
lamps and nearly 800 arc lights, besides sup- 
plying currents of electricity to innumerable 
motor and other machines. 


THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


Among the most interesting sights of the 
show will be a railway run by electricity. The 
tracks are now in place, and the cars will, it is 
expected, be running ina few days. Each car 
will be large enough to carry three or four 
persons. Several sewing-machines, looms, a 
ruling-machine, and a big printing-press, on 
which a paper half the size of THs CR 
Cad TrRIBUNE is turned out. are 
already operated by electricity. The 
letter press of the paper is excellent. 
Electrician Edison intended to have one of his 
electric loco-motors at the show, Dut unfort- 
unately they have all been taken apart and 
are lying at Menlo Park. Since his recent be- 
reavement indeed he bas not devoted much 
time to scientific work. A charming feature 
of the show isa miniature Niagara Falls. A 
body of water is liftea by electrical power to a 
tank eight feet from the ground and is then 
forced over the edges of the tank and down an 
artificial rockery into a receptacle edged. with 
flowers and ferns. Another novel feature is a 
superb fountain inthe centre of the nave of 
the building. In the middle of a large circular 
basin is a pretty rockery, from the top of 
which a stream of water issues, rising some 
forty feet. From twelve nozzles around the 
coping of the basin jets of water ingeniously 
jiiuminated at night by electric light are pro- 
jected on to the rockery. At the same time 
the rays trom twelve concentric lenses of dif- 
ferent colors are thrown upon the centre 
fount. Visitors last night were treated toa 
theatrical lighting up of the whole feature. 
Witbout any warning all the are lights in the 
main building were turned out. There was a 
cry of fear from the thousands of visitors that 
in an instant was turned into a scream of de- 
light as the tlood of gorgeous light fell upon 
the glistening waters of the fountain. 7 

EDISON'S WORK. 

Fruits of Edison's great genius are shown in 
the display of the Edison Company, one of the 
principal exhibits im the show. The space al- 
lotted to it is the largest given to any exhibiter. 
The most prominent feature of the display is a 
great cone studded with 2,600 incandescent 
lamps of glowing colors. The cone stands in 
the centre of a high platform. and when lighted 
up at night appears like a tower of many-col- 
ored fre. The different colored giobes are 
switched in and out of the cireult by electric 
motors placed on the pedestal of the cone, On 
each side is a large reflecting chandelier. On 
one corner of the platform are two iooms, 
driven and lighted by electricity. The material 
on which the looms are working is of a dark 
color, but it is perfectly illuminated by one 
lamp of sixteen-candle power. The whole ex- 
hibit is surrounded by a fringe of 250 pear- 
shaped globes, each surmounted by scalloped 
porcelain shade suspended by a delicate 
silk cord which contains the conductor. 
Tue absence of flame, heat, and smoke from 
the large number of lamps is striking. On a 
bracket in front of the exhibit is a quarter- 
length bust in plaster bronze of the great in- 
ventor. It represents him at the moment of 
discovering the electric light. He bolds two 
Bunsen ceils, whose wires he joins. A power- 
ful ray from a circle of incandescent lamps. 
fails upon the face. The figure is the work of 
Rupert Schmid, a young Bavarian sculptor. 

TELEPHONES. 

The display of telepbones is very complete, 
The Beli Company of Boston have an exhibit 
of thirty counections and a central station, The 
original instrument used by Bell and others 
showing his progress towards perfection are 
also shown. Among other things is to 
be n the organ by which he showed 
that musical sounds could trans- 
mitted by electricity. Elisha Gray of 
Chicago, who claims to be the original inventor 
of the telephone, exhibits a series of instru- 
ments, from the primitive transmitter of vi- 
bratory sounds up to the present perfect coa- 
ductor of speech. The exbibits of the United 
States army and navy ordnance and signal serv- 


ice are also very comprehenstve. They include

It is said by the Rural New-Yorker that Fred 
Lingham of Montreal, the largest shipper of 
cattle from Canada to Engiand, bas lost nearly 
a million dollars during the last tree years. 
The ventures of other operators have been 
equally unprofitable. Several have been forced 
out of the business by their losses. Some of 
the banks that advanced money to shippers of 
cattie are likely to lose considerable sums, and 
the cattie-brokers abroad will suffer in the same 
way, because they furnished funds or credit to 
some of the shippers with which to pay for the 
stock. Mr. J. H. Truman, an importer of 
horses, recently returned from England, and 
in repiy to the queries of a representative of 
Tus Taisune said that we traific in dressed 
beef bas been scarcely more profitable in Great 
Britain than has that in living cattle. Of the 
many houses that engaged largely in the bust 
ness five or six years ago. but two or three are 
now doing anything worthy of note in this line. 
Most have retired, after involving larger deal- 
ers in their losses. Yet shippers of cattle 
from Canada have been favored by a differ- 
‘ence of from 810 to $15 per head in prices of 
their fat bullocks. Even now, it is reported. 
eattie on the ranges of the ROW River country, 
in the Northwest Territory, are in strong re- 
quest at $45 to $60 per head, while cattle of 
like quality south of the line seil for $35 to $45. 
There has long been for many more than a 
merely curious interest in tue question. Why 
do shippers of live stock usually end by fosing 
heavily?” The history of the live-stock traffic 
of this country. as well as that of the Angio- 
American trade, is marked by the wrecks of 
many a fortune. There seems to be noth- 
ing of an especially speculative nature 
m the business, and certainly no good 
reason why those engaged in it should pay 
more for their stock than they can get for it in 
market, after deducting expenses; but the 
majority of the shippers do 30. Possibly these 
uotfortunates will be interested in the con- 
sideration of the fact that a large number, if 
not most; indeed, of the brokers who sell their 
stock upon 20mmission become wealthy. An- 
other curious circumstance is that a few of the 
, buyers of cattle in the great markets have 
| Peeome very rich while others have gone to 
the wall. 

The farmer and the brokers in the markets 
seem to be the only ones who make money out 
of the cattie business. The shippers and the 
local dealers lose. In Canada they have had 
the advantage of what really amounts to a 

ive tariff in their favor of from $10 to 

$15 per head; but this they have banded over 

to the farmers, who are that much better of, 

dt least im their cattle operations, than are 
their American neighbors. 


Minnesota as a Dairy State. 

Many peopie who bave not taken time to in- 
quire into the matter seem to think that Minne- 
gota is too cold to ever become a dairy State. 
This opinion is not held by the Minneapolis 
Tribune, and that paper gives the following 
reasons for its belief tbat the State named will 
yet take a high rank for its dairy products in 
the markets of the world. The Tribune says: 


Our own people and those who have examined 
into the matter are convinced that Minnesota offers 
very many advantages as a dairy State, and that 
the industry bas been wonderfully developed of 
late years and is growing with unusual rapidity. 
An ipvestigation of the requisits for successful 
Ga!) ying shows that they are to be found here 
im great abundance. perhaps more so thamin 
any other State. Our soi! is lively, rich, and 
capable of producing heavy crops of grass and 
grains of all kinds. Tame grasses, when intro- 
duced, yield as largely as in any other State, while 
our prairie grass possesses wonderful nutritious 
powers, and can be grazed much later in the fall 
than strangers suppose. Corn, Oats, and wheat 

well, and from these grains we can get ali 

the feed we wish and then have thousands of car- 
loads of bran, millstuffs, and other feed to ship an- 
„ Bually into Wisconsin, Lilinois, and other States 
Jess favored in this particular. From the Minne- 
“apolis mils thousands of car-loads of milistuffs 
are shipped annually, while the wills at other 
points ship large quantities. Last year over 
2,000 ear-loads of bran were shipped from this city 
to four points in Northern Lilimeis alone, and al- 
ready this seasou orders have been placed with 
the millers for more than that number of cars. In 
fact, we can fully supply ourselves and have an 
abundance left for our neighbors. Our water-sup- 
piy is inexaustible, and every farmer cnn have ice 
if he wants it. No State is better supplied with 
water than this. Now, we have enumerated the 
soll, grain, grasees, and water, which are ali es- 
sential for successful dairying, while our climate 
could not be better if it were madetoorder. True, 
it is cold in winter, but it is less felt here than in 
many of the Northwestern States, where a damp 
atmosphere makes the cold more penetrating 
and very much harder for both man and beast. 
Muggy weather in the fall and summer is 
rarely known, animais are subject to less disease 
than elsewhere, our butter is generally firm and 
waxy when made, wulle our cheese is unsur- 
passed. These facts are all weil known to our 
Own peopie, bul there are people moving into the 
State, and others who will come, who wish to 
know about such things; hence we set them forta 
here. W6 have repeatedly expressed ourselves on 
this question, and do not hesitate to say to all that 
as 4 duiry State Minnesota cannot be excelied, and 
the improved condition of many farmers who are 
engaged init ought to be sufficient guaranty that 
the business, if properly followed, will pay as wei! 
here as it will in any Other State. 


Stock at the linois State Fair. 
In ali bus the exhibits of cattle the State Fair 
Das been a success. The wise act of the State 
_ Board of Agriculture in prohibiting the admis- 
| sion of Jersly-cattle to the fair did much to 
convinces breeders that in coming kere they 
would incur great risks. Of Short-Horns the 
show was small. but some good animals were 
, there. Of Aberdecn-Angus only one herd ap- 
peared; Herefords were a good show, but the 
number was small, as was that of Holland cat- 
tle and Ayrshires. Ot horses the show was 
\ good, but not any larger than that of last year. 


Sine, sheep, and poultry were there in goodly 
numbers. but it is not certain that this part of 


the exhibition is better than the magnificent 
show of °383. Still, it surpasses everything 
else of the kind on the continent, if the en- 


thusiastic deciarations of fair-goers may be ac- 
cepted as correct. Any failing-off in interest 
this year should be ascribed to the uneasiness 
feit about the cattle interests of the State, and 
to the fact that this is the year of a Presiden- 
tial election, when it is difficult to arouse a 
feeling of enthusiasm in anything outside of 
politics.

“When loag-continued warm and dry weather 
bas dried the grasses in the fields, and the wa- 
temsupply has become warm, stagnant, and 
lity, the value of the soiling system becomes 
more than usually apparent to those who have 
had enterprise and wisdom enough to provide 
& Supply of succulent green food for such a 
time. The Germantown Telegraph remarks 
that “some farmers object to this system of 


feeding dairy cattle, not only on the ground of - 


requiring additionai labor, but on account that 
tho cattle fail to get that amount of ex- 
ereise which their health requires. It is true 
that they may be turned into the sta ble yard, 
or to a limited inclosure connected therewith, 
but by it they do not obtain that degree of ex- 
ercise which they ought to have. We all know 
the effect upon people who do not take a due 
amount df exercise in the open air. It is the 
fame with cattle. To get a good appetite they 
must have a certain degree of exercise to pro- 
_ mote it, and without it they become lunguid. 

“and frequentiy unheaithy, which effects both 
the quantity and quality of their milk. It is 
true that a good-sized space may be set apart 
for them to range in, where they can be fed on 
the mown grass two or three times a day, but 


they are allowed to nip off amything in the way 
of pasture that the size the inciosure and 
trequent rains may afford them.“

Billy Potts, as be is familjariy known by the 
thousands who know J. H. Potts & Son: and 
their famous show berd of Short-Horns, was 
asked a day or two ago, “What do you think 
of the proposed St. Louis Convention?” He 
replied promptly: “I think it is @ farce.” In 
this opinion he is joined by nearly ali stock 
men of prominence. 

Last Tuesday, Sept. 9, the Illinois State Board 
of Agriculture decided to issue a call for 6 
convention of the stockmen of the country, to 
de heid in Chicago Thursday and Friday, Nov. 
18 and 14 next, during thé first week of the 
American Fat-Steck Show, This will not in- 
terfere with the right and duty of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the National Conven- 
tion held bere last fall to call anotber meeting 
to complete the work then begun. . 

The Ohio Farmer of Sept. 13 says that, in spite 
of the precautions taken by the Obio State 
Boaid of Agriculture, it fears that pleuro-pneu- 
monia was present on the State Fair grounds. 
An imported 2-year-old Jersey heifer belonging 
to H. E. Parrott, Dayton, O., was taken sick 
Thursday. Dr. Salmon, why was still at Colum- 
bus, made an examination and pronounced the 
disease contagious pleuré-preumonia. The 


animal was ordered from the grounds at once 


and slaughtered, and the entire herd on exhibi- 
tion was removed im the night and taken home. 

The National Live-Stock Journal says that 
“the calf question may look like a hobby, but 
whether it does or not the cold fact stares us 
in the face that some oue must raise the calves 
to keep up the dairy herds, and why not here 
in Minnesota, where we have an abundance of 
skim-milk? The farmers of Northern Illinois 
sell their milk, not the dream alone; hence 
they complain that it costs too much to raise 
the calves, yet they buy os at (say) $50 per 
bead and never grumbie af the cost. Will it 
cost half that sum to raise a beiter calf until 
she is 2 years or 3 yeurs oid? We think not.“ 

There seems to be a di sition just now to 
ascribe the recent deaths from disease among 
Jersey cattle in Liinois amd Ohio to a lack of 
constitutional vigor, and a consequent greater 
susceptibility to contagious or infectious mala- 
dies than other cattle show. Not a few, indecd, 
even suppose that animals of other breeds are 
not liable to suffer from @isorders that would 
readily attack the dainty littie butter cow. 
True contagious pieuro-poeumonia will attack 
the robust beei anima! as well as the deer-iike 
Jersey. There is no such thing for either as 
immunity trom the disease. The only way is 
to keep the cattle far from danger of itnfec- 
tion. 

To the surprise of those who in the West read 
the New York Tribune, that paper said edito- 
rially last week: “The existence of pieuro- 
pneumonia, or other dontagious diseases, 
among cattie is so serious a matter that it is 
hard to understand the bitter opposition which 
some of the cattie-ownersof Long Island mani- 
fest against all effurts on the part of the au- 
thorities to stamp out suspected contagion. 
There is good reason to believe that the veter- 
inary surgeons who made an examination of an 
animal in Brooklyn Thursday found true pleuro- 
pneumonia; and in that cage the milk-producers 
ought to be thankfui that the case was discov- 
ered. That disease must be stamped out in 
this country; and itis mubh better to ert on 
the safe side. Reports from the West show 
that no triümg with contagion of any kind 
among neat cattie can be Allowed.“ 


Mr. George W. Rust, long known as A con- 
tributor to live-stock publications, has in the 
Breeders’ Gazette of this week a long commun 
cation relating to the St. Louis cattle-men’s 
proposed First Nationa! Convention.” In 
this Mr. Rust goes in detail over the ground 
already covered by Tus TRIBUNE, and says 
that the real motive moving the promoters of 
the St. Louis scheme could be served in only 
one way, and that was to call the convention 
at such a date that there dan only be a meagre 
representation of these andesirable interests. 
The undesirable interests referred to are those 
represented by breeders of Herefords, Short- 
Horns, and other pure breeds of stock, and 
farmers generally who own live-stock. This is 
practically what the org#in of the St. Louis 
cuttle-mnen prociaimed last weck when it said 
that the St. Louis Convention is to be a gather- 
ing of range men, and that it is not expected 
that breeders of fine stock will attend. 


HUSBANDRY. 


Drouths and Pratnage. 

Parts of Indiana and neighboring States were 
drenched last winter and spring by rains that 
flooded fields and alled the valleys with raging 
torrents. When summer came drouth injured 
the crops and dried pasturés. These facts lead 
the Indiana Farmer to remind tarmers that un- 
welcome drouths have, like adversity gener- 
ally, a salutary lesson if we will consent to be 
instructed thereby. The careful observer will 
notice that the fleids of clay land that are well 
underdrained aud deepiy cultivated have sul- 
fered but littie from the drouth, while the corn 
crop on the undrained and shallow-cultivated 
clay soil is almost a total failure in many 
places. Among observing farmers this 
suggests the question, How do tile- 
drainage and deep cultivation en- 
able the soil to resist drouth? In an- 
swer to this we have but to remem- 
ber that if clay be perfectly saturated with 
water, and this slowly removed by surface 
evaporation, the clay setties down into a com- 
pact mass, nearly impervivus to either water 
or air, and the roots of grewing crops are con- 
fined chiefly to the soil abqve this compact clay 
bed, which soil, in a time Of drouth, is soon ex- 
hausted of moisture. Butif the water is car- 
ried downward by percolation through the clay 
to an outlet below, the air follows it and oceu- 
pies the space it leaves, and thus prevents the 
consoiidanon of the clay. The object of under- 
drainage is not merely to get the water out of 
the clay, but to get the air into it as well. 

‘ The Particies of a soil have the power of at- 
taching to themselves and holding by cohesive 
attraction a certain amount ot water. When 
this is exceeded the redundancy will drip from 
it ifthe soil be placed fn a vessel with a per- 
forated bottom. This is the water of satura- 
tion, and is that which oceu pies the spaces be- 
tween the particles and is hot adhering to them. 
Phis is that which is carr.ad off by the under 
drain, but the adhering moisture is not in the 
least affected by it. This can be greatly re- 
duced by a strong pressure, but can be entirely 
removed only by evaporation at a temperature 

above the boiling point of water. The power 
to hold water short of saturation differs wi: dei 
in different soils. Clay sofis have this property 
in the highest degree. 


Strawberry Beds. 

Just now the consideration of the ways of 
Setting out strawberry beds and the best 
methods of cultivation for that most delicious 
and refreshing of fruits) dovetails in meely 
with the animated discussions of the unge. 
countabie biundering of judges at the fairs 
who decided that the other fellow’s pigs or 
poultry were better than the reader's. Hegard- 
ing this subject of preparing strawberry beds 
the Germantown Teleyraph says ih its last issue 
that it has become fairly settled as the only 
sound method of cultivating the strawberry 
that the plant must be kept tree 
from runners The effect of this 
practice is wonderful. Tne whole growth 
of the plant is concentrated by this means in 
the original stock, and & eniarges unt as 
many asa quart of berries have been piucked 
from a simgie plant. And much more to this 
effect. Now, we have been raising strawber- 
ries for some thirty years, have tested al! the 
best varieties, and we do not at all subscribe 
to this doctrine. We deu that hill cultivation 
is the only sound method. Some of the more 
rampant Krowers may possibly do better by 
cultivating in hilis and destroymg the runners, 
but we have always obtained large crops by 
ailowing ‘the runmers pretty fuil liberty. 
We have even had very large yieids for six 
years trom the same vines by this system twice 
as long that hills are cultivated. The reason 


| of this is that every year ve have fresh bear- 


ing vines, with large fruit, whereas in the hills 
the old shoots are depended on, and they nat- 
urally yieid smaller bervies each year. We 
venture to say, Judging from our observations, 


taat three out of four pers ont reject the bill 
method and permit the runners to bave more 
or lies liberty, and by it are hat they 
get more and larger berries w mych less 


labor. 
Indiana State Pair. :

Experience bas demonstrated the 
importance of promptness and early prepara- 
tion. Special attractions will be * to 
make each day equally interesting. It will be 
a strictly agricultural fair and farmers’ an- 
nual festival. 

Tuesday of the fair will be Indiana schooi- 
children’s day; free tickets issued for that 
purpose, No fees for display of exhibits, but 
every convenience for exbibiters and the com- 
fort of visitors, Merit alone governs awards. 
Premiums have always been paid in full. More 
improvements ordered to provide for the in- 
creased show in the live-stook department. It 
is estimated that $1,000,000 of machinery and 
$1,500,000 of live stock will be on exhibition. 
The amount of business by sales reaches 
millions, and the amount of money put in 
general circulation by the fair is estimated at 


000. 

The railroads centering at the Capital City 
will, as usual, carry passengers at balf-rate, 
and return all exhibition stock and articles 
tree. 


Notes About Husbandry. 

Poultry breeding is ascience, and not a mere 
pastime, where improvement is concerned; and 
as soon as the rank and file of our breeders 
fully realize this, the march of improvement 
will be correspondingly rapid, 

No branch of home industry is better adapted 
to the taste of young folks than raising poultry. 
There is amusement, recreation, innocence and 
health in the employment; it is a school of na- 
ture and industry from the moment the first 
egg is deposited in the nest until a little germ 
that is encased and hidden from view quickens 
and develops itself into the full-dedged 
erel or pullet. 

A correspondent of Tus TRIBUNE says, under 
date of Sept. 4, that *“Sibley’s Pride of the 
North, grown in Humboldt County, Ia., this 
season is found to be a good yielding corn and 
well adapted to this country: the size of the 
ears improves by our rich soll, and our farm- 
ers think it will yield equal to any other. It is 
all ripe and sound, waiting for a frost.” 

Examine the newly threshed wheat after it 
hag deen put in the bins for a few weeks, and 
if damp or heating it should be run through a 
fariming+mili to cool the air in it, or it should 
be spread upon a barn floor amd shoveled over 
ocgasionally. A good way to examine wheat 
in bins is to have a stick like a fork-handle 
constantly stuck its length down into the grain; 
by pulling it up and feeling with the bare 
haed ady heat can at once be detected. 

But drouth is not an unmitigated evil to 
the farmer. says the Indiana Fur mer. “If it 
diminishes the present crop it secures a vigor- 
ous growth of the subsequent one by its fer- 
tilwing effects. The constant evaporation of 
water at the surface, that has been carried up 
by capillary attraction from depp dowa in the 
soil, has left all the soluble matter it brought 
up as so much food for the next crop. Such 
is the benevolent economy of Nature's God— 
bringing good from evil. 

Recently at a meeting of the American Po- 
maological Society it was proposed to strike the 
Eviglish gooseberry from the list of American 
freits, and the motion was lost by only a tew 
votes. This certainly was a most uncallied-for 
preceeding, for there is no reason whatever 
why this fruit shoula not become as popular as 
the currant or raspberry. The fact is, if the 
ground be Kept cool arounil the roots by a 
thick mulch or rotten manure, or even a pile of 
stones, the gooseberry will not mildew, and it 
is a right good fruit to grow. 

One who bag had experience lu raising pota- 
toes writes asfollows: Potatoes should be dug 
neirly us soon as the tops have dried down, no 
matter whether they are intended for market- 
ing at once or to be putin the cellar. If the 
cellar is cool, dry, and dak, they will keep 
better there than in the ground, and will not be 
liabie to be spoiled by too muph wet weatber 
as they would be in the leid; if the cellar is 
not of the right sort it will be better to sell the 
potatoes at ouce without regard to the pros 
pect of better prices at a luter date. 
| Regarding @ matter that is at all seasons one 
bt general interest, the Indiana Farmer says:

In that Province the 
total area of timber land runs up to 130,000,000 
acres. Of tüts only about 10,000,000 have been 
partially cleared; yet there is a bill now before 
the, Canadian Parliament far che encourage- 
ment Of tree-planting, offering a bonus of not 
over 25 cents tor each of certain specified spe- 
cies planted along a highway or a tarm bound- 
ary line, or within six feet of such Une. The 
trees Along the highways are to be the property 
of the owners of the land. but they must not 
be removed withqut permission from the au- 
thor ities. 

It is perhaps a little late in the season to call 
attention :o the following method practiced by 
one who has had many years of successful ex- 
perience in growing wheat, but it offers some 
suggestions that will be found good even now: 
“My plan tor growing wheat is to break the 
ground as soon alter barvest as possible, six 
inches deep, and roll eavh day's plowing before 
you leave the field. If you Lan go over the 
nud ten times with harrow and roller so much 


the better, but don’t sow! more than two 
inches deep. Harrow your wh cat-flields in the 
spring—don'} forget it. Ii will pay you to try 


a thirty-foot strip through your fleld next 
spring and s.“ 

The Ramie Fibre Manufatturing Company 
Says that to obtain a full yield from a ramie 
thei it is necessary to set out a considerabie 
number of roots. One acre will furnish sev- 
enty rows of 210 feetin length, which at the 
rate Of one plant a foot will give 14,700 roots 
for @ good planting. This will give a close 
pianting, which is necessary for thick growth 
and straight stalks, These 14,700 roots will 
produce on an average at least fifteen talks 
gach. 220. 00 per acre at every crop. The crude 
Dark of every staik weighs One-ecighth ounce, 
Gunsequently 138 stalks give eue pound. The 
$20,000 stalks therefore give atotal of 1.720 
pounds, which at five cents pér pound makes a 
gross, return of $86 per acre for each crop.

There was no frost Thursday 
night. There is a large amount of soft corn. 
It will require at least twenty days of warm 
weather toripen it. There are but very few 
fields of corn which a heavy frost would not in- 
jure materially. 


The Agricultural Department at Washington 
sent out to the farmers of the Northwest a 
large amount of seed-corn of the Leaming va- 
riety, which was recommended to ripen in 
ninety days after planting. More than 100 days 
have elapsed since it was planted, and very lit- 
tle of it has begun to dent. Most ot it is just 
full in the milk. It is to be hoped that farm- 
ers will save their own seed-corn this year, and 
select none but the earliest varieties. They 
have lost heavily the last two years by plant- 
ing seed-corn raised in other States. 

The potato crop turns out better than was 
expected. Itwillbe an average yield. The 
oat crop has been nearly all thrashed. Though 
not as large as last year it is a fair crop, yield- 
ing from thirty-five to fifty bushels per acre. 

WINCHESTER, III., Sept. 12.—(Special.|— 
During the last two weeks we have had copi- 
ous rains, which have greatiy improved the 
corn crop, and if frost keeps off we will have 
the best crop in this county we have had for 
several years. Pasture bas been very low for 
the last month, but is now improving with the 
late rains. Wheat ground is in spiendid condi- 
tion, and about the usual acreage will be put 
in this fall. The potato crop is good, and sell- 
‘Taking everything 
into consideration, this has been a prosperous 
year for the farmers. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., Sept. 12.—/|Special.]—The 
recent weather has been remarkably favorable 
to the maturing of our fine corn cropin this 
region. The ground in most localities is in 
good condition and the weather has been hot 
and drying. A good average crop is now al- 
most assured. Ten days of dry, bot weather 
will bring it nearly all through. A copious rain 
tell this week, bringmg the ground into good 
condition for plowing for the wheat seeding. 
The broom-corn crop is fairly good, and is be- 
ing barvested.

The acreage is very large, and the yieid 
will average fifty bushels. The acreage of 
potatoes also is very large, and | cannot beariof 
any damage from rotor bugs. The tubers are 
large and fine, but itis thought the yield will 
be hardly an average, 

GUTHRIE Centre, la., Sept. 12.— Special. |— 
The corn crop in this vicinity at present isin a 
very promising condition. It is ripening ni¢e- 
ly. The yield, if the weather continues favor- 
able, will be greatly above that of several 
years.

A USELESS LI. 


The ‘‘ Inter-Ocean’s’’ Bogus Dispatch 
Condemned on All Sides. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
—The alleged dispatch from New York in Mon- 
day’s Inter-Ocean, purporting to give represen- 
tations of Mr. Medill to Mr. Elkins concerning 
Republican prospects in this State, excited 
general surprise and disgust. It seemed to be 
well authenticated knowledge, but when its 
truthfulness was challenged the Inter-Ocean 
reasserted its correctness. The surprise was 
not only that Mr. Medill should make sucha 
statement, but that a Republican paper should 
publish it, for its only effect was to discourage 
the party's friends and encourage its enemies. 
I waited impatiently for Mr. Medill’s answer, 
and it came with a prompt, explicit denial and 
chargiug that the dispatch was an entire fabri- 
cation. One part of it was proved false by 
Mr. Elkins, to whom the corres pondent 
alleged the statement was made. The 


publication of such a statement by tne Inter- 
Ocean, even if authentic, justly subjected it to 
the suspicion of treachery to the Republican 
party, but, if fabricated from persopai enmity 
to Messrs. Medill, or Jones, or Logan, that jour- 
nal should be infamous in the eyes of every 
true Republican. I was therefore glad to ses 
in Toe Tue a demand upon the Inter-Orean 
to produce proof of the truth of or the name 
of the autbor of that dispatch. But it does 
neither. It publishes tkis morning two pre- 
tended dispatches from New York and one from 
Washington. I am disappointed. I did not 
question the tact that the dispatch of Monday 
actually came from New York and that the 
Inter-Ocean was imposed upon, but the dis- 
patches of this morning and its editorial com- 
ments justify the suspicion that all the pre- 
tended dispatches were fabricated in the 
Liter-Orean office; else why does it not 
give names by which the truth or falsity 
ot the facts alleged may be proved. In his 
first dispateh the writer as of bis personal 
knowledge says the statement was made to 
Mr. Elkins. In his dispatch this) morning he 
confesses that was false, but asserts that it 
was made to some one else, but gives no name. 
Why does he not give the name, and why does 
not the I.-O. give the name of this corre- 
spondent who is fabricating such reckless 
faisehoods (if he fs not a myth), that he may 
have an opportunity of defencing himself? 
The pretended dispatch from Washington is 
of the same character. If a member of the 
Cabinet heard the story why is his name sup- 
pressed? Why is it not given, that be may be 
called upon to give his authority? The Repub- 
lican party must not be sacrificed to private 
feuds, and if the Inter-Ocean is thus stabbing

‘able Journey from London 
; to Paris. 
The Seare About Cholera One with No 
Cause for Existence in 
Fact. 


Dog-Day Amusements in the French Oap- 
ital— What Was Seen and 
Done. 


Paris, Aug. 18.— Special Correspondence. }— 
Atafew hours’ notice we ieft London for 
Paris, and now that we are here stifling trom 
the excessive heat we wonder why we were 80 
precipitate. It must have been a last attempt 
to defeat the home-sickness which has over- 
come us since we said good-by and godspeed 
you to our dear Miss K., who 1s now well on 
her way home. 

Atall events, the Infanta and I returned 
from our last visit to Miss K. utterly demor- 
alized. London could not be the same to us 
without our pleasant companion. We had 
already long overstaid the allotted time, the 
„ season was over, and as for sightseeing we 


‘bad surely done enough of that to last for 


years. It was 9 o'clock in the evening, and 1 


ö knew there was a daily train to Parts, or rather 


to Folkestone. I gianced at the discon- 


golate partner of my joys and sor- 
rows, and from her to the trunks 
which must be packed ere we could 


leave. »Let's go to Paris,” I ventured. 
“When?” asked the Infanta. Encouraged by 
the animation with which she spoke, I mado 
bold to suggest a night of wrestling with those 
yawning chasms our numerous boxes and a 
departure the following day. To .my infinit 
content my proposition was received with ac- 
clamation. Therefore I say again we started 
forth upon this journey at a few hours’ no- 
tice, and not until we were finally landed 


at the small etuffy hotel set down in 
our guide-book as “good and reasena- 
ble did we ask ourselves. Why 


have we, who might have saved ourselves so 
much fatigue and discomfort, rushed along at 
a rate which could not have been increased in 
speed bad the whole police force been after 
us?” 
AN UNCOMFORTABLE TRIP. 

And such a journey! Tue heat and dust ex- 

cessive and not a drop of water to be had ex- 


‘eept. at the two stops, Boulogne and Amiens. 


As Paris is supposed by mauy to be infected by 
cholera travel. is very light that way, so 
we were able to secure an entire carriage, 
and could therefore rest a little. Had we 
not we should bave been obliged to sit bolt 
upright for nine hours with the windows, in all 
probability, closed and eight human beings 
breathing and rebreathing the atmosphere at 
each moment growing more unwholesome. 


French people have an utter horror of drafts, 


and invariably pérsistin closing every aperture 
through which a breath of fresh air can pene- 
trate. The Channel was as smooth as glass. 
not a ripple; so all the preparations for sea- 
sickness went for naught... Besides ourselves 
there were but four of our compatriots on 
board the Folkestone boat. They were of 
the order we are forever reading about 
in the Eglish papers, forever hearing 
about in English society. The “ladies” 
were dressed as though for a garden party, 
with enough jewelry each to set up & smal! 
shop. They spoke so as to be heard at a long 
distance, and every other word was slang. 
One ot them asked the other to freeze to her 

* while she was absent, to which the other 
jatintily replied, ** You bet.“ It wus an agree- 
able sight, also, to see them sipping cocktails 
on deck, and it naturally filed our bosoms 
with pride to hear the English about us say to 
each other: Those are Americans“; the 
French -whisper: Ce sont des Américaines.” 
It is not surprising in view of these specimens 
that the English people and the English press 
give us occasional! raps. 

NO CHOLERA IN PARIS. 

Paris 1s positively deserted. No wonder the 
shopkeepers and hotel proprietors compiain in 
despairing ton@vf their ruined season. Even 
the large shops like the Bon Marché and Louvre 
are empty or nearly so. The cholera scare bas 
done its work most effectualiy, and yet Paris 
was never in the memory ot physicians resid- 

ing bere more healthy. Dr. Warren Bey, 
one of the best known and 
Ameran physicians here, assured me 
that 1 might state on his authority there 
had not been one case ot cholera ii Paris this 
summer. There may, he says, bave been two 
or three cases of cholera-morbus, but as for 
cholera there has been none. A great deal of 
amusement bas been created by the exaggerut- 
ed accounts published in some of the Eastern 
papers at bomeof the heroism required to 
face the danger in any of t infected 
cities, and the superhuman cour- 
age as exhibited by the special corre 
spondents of the same journais in venturing 
for a few hours into the afflicted quarters has 
caused many a shrug of French shoulders and 
many a quiet smile on the faves of the afore- 
said correspondents’ acquaintances, for it is 
well-known that durmg the worst of the 
cholera-epidemic business-men were constantly 
going back and forth from Paris to Marseilles 
without any pretense of concealing the danger 
which did exist, but also without for an in- 


stant presuming on any particular heroism. 


NO PANIC AT MARSEILLES. 

A gentleman who made two trips to Mar- 
seilles during the hight of tho epidemic assured 
me that except in the poorest and most squalid 
parts of the city there was no outward appear- 
auce of the panic which we and you doubtless 
read such thrilling accounts of. The theatres 
and concert-halis were all the time well attend- 
ed, the concerts on the Prado attracted the 
ordinary assemblage, and it is only a few thou- 
sand miles from Maiseilles that the man who 
ventured into the gay Capital during her 
time of peril. may pose successfully as a hero. 
The fancied danger has kept Americans from 
Paris, of course, and I bave seen but few of 
my Chicago acquaintances. I met Mr. and 
Mra. James Matthews at the American Rx- 
change the other morning, and have seen Mr. 
John Shortall, Mr. and Mrs. Dewey, and Mrs. 
Augustus Eddy. We bave been to the thea- 
tres, that is, to the two or three now open, for 
most of them are closed during the sum- 
mer. At the Francaise we saw De Musset's 
“On ne badine pas avee Amour delightfully 
played, but the heat was so intolerable 
it required real courage, to sis through two 

' hours, even though the acting left nothing to 
be desired. The cireus in Paris is the fashion- 
able entertainment Saturday night, and well 
worth going to seo, as the performance is ex- 
cellent. Tne horses are really beautiful 
creatures, and as one approaches the ring by 
way of the sumptuous stables—fur bere the 
circys is stationary and not a camping out on

DAMPENING POLITICAL ARDOR. 

I am reminded of a late cry by a Pall Mallet 
hitter, who asserted that American justice was 
inconsistent and unequal. Im 1880 a Mr. Puck- 
ridge of Sandwich, in England, took partin a 
political demonstration. The color of bis can- 
didate was yellow, so Puckridge covered him- 
self with yellow ribbons, and, by excess of 
fervor, dipped his dog into adye-vat and yel- 
lowed it also, before yelling in a demonstration. 
Unfortunately the dye-stuff was dic-stuff in- 
deed, since it was poison, and the dog died of 
it. For this very siight sin of ignorance Puck- 
ridge was actually condemned to six weeks“ 
imprisonment at hard labor. To escape this 
he fled to France, and exiled himself 
for four years. Thursday last he 
returned to England, hoping that all was for- 
gotten. But Justice could not forget that 
yaller dog. She was awake. She spotted 
Oswald Puckridge—sbe pulled him, and the very 
day of his arrival he was marched off to pick 
oakum and tread the wheel and do up his littlo 
six weeks. It was agreat deal for a yaller dog. 
How many women have been kicked nearly to 
death during the last four years, how many lit- 
tle children starvea and thrashed—Heaven 
knows the philanthropist can find them at every 
corner of this or any other English town, 
wailing and weeping. I could find twenty in an 
hour. But no. Puckridge’s yallow dog was 
more of an object of pity to à real British 
philanthropist than ali the women and children 
alive. It was more interesting. He was ar- 
rested and removed to prison to undergo his 
sentence.”’

TENEMENT HOUSES. 


Report of the Citizens’ Association on Cheap 
and Healthy Dwellings for Work- 


ing-People. 


A Variety of Plans Submitted and a Joint Stock 
‘Company Proposed, 


The Committee on Tenement-Houses of the 
Citizens’ Association made a lengthy report 
yesterday to the association on the subject of 
homes for working people. The committee 
was co of Frederick Bauman, Arthur 
C. Du and Henry Waller Jr. The report 
begins with a reiteration of the substance of 
last year’s report on the same subject, empha- 
sizing the wretched condition of thousands of 
working people who are crowded together in 
pestilential tenements, in the construc 
tion of which all rules of ventilation 
and drainage have been utterly disre- 
garded, where there is a want of light and 
pure air, where the food is unwholesome, dnd 
where the streets, alleys, and back lots adjoin- 
ing dre filled with decaying matter and etag- 
nant pools. ‘* The condition of the wage-work- 
ers throughout the world,” the report goes on 
to state, ‘furnishes the basis for all the dis- 
cussions with regard to capital and labor. It 
is the underlying cause for the formation of al) 
labor societies and trades-unions. It is the 
basis of Socialistic principles and the fruitful 
cause of Communistic disturbances. As the 
world advances in population, intelligence, and 
wealth this question comes more prominently 
to view, intensified in all ita bearings by the 
modern tendency towards centralization, which 
is an undisputed fact.“ 

It is a noteworthy fact, it states, that the per- 
centage’ of native Americans engaged in handi- 
craft is gradually lessening, partly because 
their mode of life is such that they cannot 
work cheaply, and partly because the young 
are dazzled by the opportunities to find lighter 
work in stores and offices. 

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS. 


Reference is made to the successful work- 


ings of the tenements for the poor erected by 
Peabody in London, by Krupp in Germany, 
and Cruezoh in France, and the report calls 
attention to the Artisans’ Dwellings act in En- 
giand which makes it compulsory for munici- 
palities to purchase and destroy whole blocks 
of buildings in certain cases and to erect in 
their places commodious and wholesome tone- 
meuots, the funds for the purpose being sup- 
plied by the royal treasury at alow rate of in- 
terest with easy repayment. In other coun- 
tries, including France and Germany, the sub- 
jectis engaging the attention of statesmen. 
“The ability of Chicago work-people to pay 
rent sufficient to make such buildings profita- 
bie, if erected in proper localities and on ra- 
tional plang, cannot be doubted,” the commit- 
tee suys, when we reflect that for some or 
the wretched tenements they now occupy they 
are fleeced at a rate which returns from 25 
to 40 per cent per annum on the value of the 
property.“ 

The average rent, according to the report, for 
one room in Massachusetts is $34.88 per year, 
while in Great Britain it is but $18.02 per year. 
Yet it cannot be said that land gr building ex- 
penses are higher in New England than in Old 
England, It costs $114 to lodge an un- 
married workman in Massachusetts and $65 
in Great Britain, where they are 
occupants of the so-called lodging-houses. 
‘What is good for New York, London, and 
Philadeiphbia,"’ the report says, needs no mod- 
ification when applied here. In Chicago nothing 
has yet been done tor the workingmen’s dwell- 
ings inthe manner shown in other cities, al- 
thougb in 1883 there were 1,142 so-called flat’ 
bulidings erected or put in course of erection. 
These, with but few exceptions, were rented 
for from $15 to $125 per month for each fiat or 
family, an expense in most cases entirely be- 
yond the means of mechanics, clerks, and the 
middle class of merchants’ employés. Permits 
were also issued for 4838 tenement-bouses by 
private builders, who rent to those who will 
pay the most for their habitations and give as 
meagre accommodations for their money as the 
tenant will submit to.“ 

OFFICIAL SUGGESTIONS. 

An official report on the subject says: 
‘*Smail-saiaried people must either seek suita- 
bie quarters at great cistances from their 
places of employmeut in localities remote from 
grocery, provision, and meat markets, incon- 
venient to schooi-houses, inadequately pro- 
tected by police service, or submit to the de- 
mands of an usurous landlord for mere pig- 
éties in the miserable tumble-down, unsanitary 
rookeries close to the business centres, in 
many cases to the sacrifice of health and mor- 
ais. Because of the actual scarcity of low- 
priced quarters the miserable rookeries con- 
tinue to be crowded in many ‘instances to dou- 
bie their statutory capacity, bringing a large 
collective income to the landlord. The appall- 


ing accounts of squalor and destitution 
of some  districta in New York and 
Loudon and the horrors of lodging- 


houses In those cities are paralleled by those 

we know from our own observation to exist in 

Chicago, aud they cannot be suppressed or 

remedied until some means are provided for 

housing the wretcbed people to be displaced.’’ 
MODEL STRUCTURES. 

Together with their report the committee 
submitted plans for several model structures. 
One set of these plans is for a iarge tenement- 
house adapted to the peculiar necessities of

ers. The others are for separate tenements or 
single houses, built on small lots further re- 
moved from the business centre. In the latter 
case it is thought advisabie to provide condi- 
tions ander which the house and ground may 
be purchased by the occupant. The committee 
expresses the opinion that such buiidings will 
pay not only a “ philanthropic compensation,“ 
butavery fair business percentage of from 6 
to 8 per cent overa sufficient sinking fund, With 
4 per cent city bonds selling at par the com- 
mittee asks what better use can be made of 
surplus money, and while realizing this profit 


‘they may be improving the condition of the 


poorer classes and refining their political and 
moral tastes. Does not,“ it asks, the fact 
that men ure forced to live in hovels lead to in- 
dulgeuce in strong drink!“ 

The committee recommends that the Citizens’ 
Association shall call a meeting of as many as 
possible of the most influential capitalists, 
merchants, and manufacturers of this city after 
the Presidential election, for the purpose of 
laying betore them such facts and figures as 
may be taken from the archives of the com- 
mittee, with the hope of inducing them to form 
an association for the improvement of the 
condition of the workingmen dy the erec- 
of dwellings and tenements of 
the most improved model, and that such 
association take the form of a joint-stock com- 
pany for movetary investment, with provision 
for the sale of liabilities to the tenants on 
reasonable terms, or for the sale of the stock 
in small amounts as a means of investment for 
the savings of tenants, and that proper precau- 
tions be taken to prevent the misuse of the 
property for purely speculative purposes. 

PLANS SUBMITTED. 

The first set of pians submitted is for a five- 
story building with cellar, to be erected on the 
rear portion of a biock in a central locaton, 
the front of which is already oceupied by stores 
or other buildings, or designed for such. The 
proposed length is 125 by 50 feetin width, with 
a yard twenty feet wide, and a space of ten 
feet between the yard in front of the proposed 
building and the row of buildings ocoupying 
the tront of the lot. These plans are adapted 
to a lot 100 feet deep. The building is to bave 
entrances from the alley and from either end. 
cellar would contain the water-closets, 
bath-rooms, and laundries. The lower floors, 
each nine feet high, would contain twenty- 
four quarter®, consisting of a living room, a 
bedroom, and two closets, with partitions 


| seven feet high, and with tweive quarters in 


front containing real partitions reaching to the 


| ceiling, and more conveniences. Each ot these 
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thirty-six quarters would accommodate a fami- 
ly, with the proviso, for the sake of decency 
and morality, which are but too often negiect- 
ed in the present mode of living, that all boys 
beyond a certain age must take lodging in the 
dormitory at acertain especially low rate per 
month. A wide hall divides each of these floors 
longitudinally, and is to contain, near its cen- 
tre, a slop-sink and iron bowl tor water. The 
two upper stories are for the lodgment of singlé 
men, the fourth floor to havea fair room for 
social gatherings, to be furnished with books 
and newspapers, and a number of separate 
rooms fitted with wash-basins and urinals; also 
emall and large rooms with from two to six 
beds each; the fifth floor to be one great dor- 
mitory in which single beds are to be set up as 
closely as possible, but never one above the 
other. It is estimated that room will be found 
here for about 150 single beds, affording to 


' each lodger 500 cubic teet of breathing space. 


The whole establishment, 
should be under the control of a 
sober and competent’ janitor. It would 
partake of the double nature of a tenement- 
house for families and a lodging-house for 
men, the beds and furniture of the lodgers to 
be under the care of the janitor. Baths, with

The cost of the building is estimated ut 
$40,000, the cost of the ground at $10,000, on 
which the interest at 6 per cent would be 
$3,000, leaving $1,700 for a sinking-fund and 
$1,380 clear profit. 

The second sketch represents a building 16% 
feet front by 57 deep, three stories hien, witha 
fiat on each floor, to be placed on a lot 124 feet 
deep, somewhat removed from the buéiness 
centre—the property taken for this example 
being bounded by Lincoln, Fourteenth, Wood, 
and Fifteenth streets. It is to contain on each 
floor a sitting-room, or parior, dining-room, 
kitchen, bathroom, closets, and skylight for 
ventilation. It has no cellar, and could be 
built with all its necessaries and conveniences 
for $3,200. The lot would cost $350, making a 
total of $3,550. 

The ‘ives tenements would rent for $18, $17. 
and $15 per month, or $600 all told. This would 
give $213 for interest at 6 per cent, $25 for taxes 
and insurance, with $112 for sinking-fund and 
$200 profit. 

The third plan is for a two-story dwelling 
16% by 82 feet, with four rooms below and 
three above, and is a counterpart of some 
bouses already in use in Philadelphia. Its 
total cost is estimated at $1,230, lot and all. It 
is designed for a tamily and would rent for 
from $15 to $18 ver month, or about $200 per 
yeur. This would give $74 interest at 6 per 
cent, $25 for taxes and insurance, and $50 
profit. J 

The fourth is for a tenement- house per, 
and the design is for a two-story house _ a lot 
24 by 124 feet, the dimensions of the structure 
itself to be 20 by 70 feet, with two tenements 
on each floor, the entrance to be at the side 
and to have a shelter over it, one tenement 
100 upon the street and the other na 
yard 54 feet deep. Each venement has a 
kitchen, a living room, and two small bed- 
rooms, with closets, etc. It is designed for 
tenants who can pay about $10 per month, and 
is regarded as the most necessary of all tene- 
ment-houses, being designed for such 4 large 
class. Its total cost Is estimated at $3,200; in- 
terest, 6 per cent, $192; insurance, $20; re- 
pairs and sinking-fund, $108; total cost per 
year, $370. It would rent for $500, leaving a 
profit of $130. 


BLAINE AND VICTORY. 


Capt. Finerty’s Citizen“ Comes Out 
Boldly for the Plumed Knight and 
Black Eagle. 

The Citizen, Sept. 12: The alleged Demo- 
cratic ‘*‘ machine of Chicago has again thrown 
down its gantlet for John F. Finerty, Repre- 
sentative in Congress from the Second District 
of Illinois, to take up. He lifts it, metaphor- 


ically speaking, with a pair of tongs. 
It is too dirty to handle. Not content 
with a neutrality which was the off- 
epring of friendship for and association with 
many worthy Democrats, and which sought to 
avoid the bitterness of an unhealable quarrel, 
the worst element in said Democratic ‘* ma- 
chine bas forced a conflict in the most brutal 
and insulting manner. It has violated in the 
persons of lis members and their practices 
every principle of true democracy. 

The Democratic committee from the packed 
convention of the Second District, held in 
Westphal’s Hall Sept. 5, came to Mr. Finerty 
with a resolution which was in the nature of a 
test oath, and to which be could not, unless he 
played the part of a trickster and a time- 
server, subscribe. Besides, the visit was not 
meant in good faith. The evident object was 
to entrap him into a mean vandidacy before a 
„convention that bad greeted his name with 
bisses and groans, and then, having made him 
a dupe, nominate the individual now pitted 
against him as the regular nominee of that 
assemblage of obscure Iscariots. 

Mr. Finerty refused to be a victim, first be- 
cause, as he told the committee, he could not 
conscientiously support Grover Cleveland of 
New York, and next because, which he did not 
consider it proper to tell the visitors, be bad 
no faith in either the honesty or the veracity of 
the spokesman of the party, who was the engi- 
neer-in-cbhief of the contemplated deviltry. 

It any confiding, honest Democrat. should 
think that Mr. Finerty was aeceived as to the in- 
tentions of the Second Congressional ring let 
him read the resolution presented, which is as 
follows: 

Resolved, That each of the candidates to be voted 
for by this convention be earnestiy requested to 
appear before it and pledge himself to support the 
nominees, together with the county. State, and Nu- 
tional Democratic tickets, with all his influence and 
energy during the campaign.

It did not resort to a species of political 
strangulation. All was fair and open. Can 
this be claimed for the gang, calling themselves 
a convention,“ which, fringed by thugs and 
thieves as a fitting framework, hissed and 
groaned the name of the people's candidate 
when an unauthorized political stool-pigeon 
presented it to their vile consideration?

IHR GALLOWS. 
Execution of Benjamin Johnson, Col- 
ored, at Cincinnati for Murder. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 12.—Benjamin John- 
son (colored) was hanged this morning for 
complicity with Allen Ingulis in the murder of 
Beverly Taylor and wife and their little girl 


near Avondale last February. Johnson was 
attended the last fifteen minutes iu his cell by 
Dr. Joyceialone. The Sheriff read che warrant 
a few minutes before 10 o'clock. Johnson 
listened with a wild look, but said nothing. He 
knelt on the seaffold during a very brief 
prayer, aid then made a short speech, declar- 
ing his inaocence and saying he was prepared 
to die, His death was almost instantaneous 
and without a pecullar feature. The execution 
took place in the jail-yard, the scaffold being 
screened by canvas. 

|The crime in whieh Johnson participated has no 
parallel ia point of atrocity and deliberate design 
in the annals of Cin¢innati murders. A fumily of 
three were killied—Beverly Taylor. a decrepit old 
colored magn, his old wife, and their granddayghter, 
Mary Jane Lambert, II years of age. They lived in 
a little hut on the outskirts of Avondale, one of 
the northern suburbs ef Cincinnati, The night of 
the löth ‘of last February the hut burned down. 
The fire oceurred late at night, and before guy one 
got to it the walls had fallen in. it was supposed 
at the time that the Taylors were off visiting some- 
where a their house had taken fire by ¢hance. 
The next Gay Marshal Brown made an investiga- 
tien. Firet the heap of ashes where the cabin bad 
stood wasiraked over in search of the ¢harred 
bones of the family, but there was nothing found. 
Coming to this city, Marshal Brown visited the 
ofticers of the Ohio Medical College and gave a de- 
scription dt the family. He was told that there were 
bodies in She institution that corresponded to his 
description, and he was allowed to go to the stock 
room to see if de could identify them. The bodies 
were uncovered and he instantly recognize them 
as those Beverly Taylor end his wife and grund- 
daughter, Dr. Cilly, the DemonstratoPot Anatomy. 
who purchased the bodies, said two colored men 
called at the college about 2 o’clock Friday after- 
noon end offered to furnish him three fresh bodies, 
which they would deliver thatnight. He told them 
he would give them $15 apiece for the bodies. A 
little befare midnight the two colored men reap- 
peared at the college. They had brought with

them three bodies according to promise. Dr. Cilly 
gave one pf the colored men $20, and promised to 
pay the remaining des the next day. He had seen 
nothing of the men since. One of them he had 
often bought material from; the other he had 
seen but 6 few times. With this information the 
Marshal went back to Avondale, and within twenty- 
four hours had half a dozen men under arrest on 
suspicion, Among them were Allen Ingalis and 
Ben Johnson. After being confined for some hours 
Ingalls canfessed. He said he stood outside of the 
Taylor cabin and kept guard while Johnson went 
in and kiljed the family with a heavy club by strik- 
ing them Over the head. Hethen helped Johnson 
deliver the bodiesto the Ohio Medical College. 
Hearing that Ingalls had confessed Johnson also 
confessed. His story was the same as Ingalls’ ex- 
cept that he represented that it was Ingails who 
killed the family with a club while he stood on 
guard outside. Dr. Cilly identified them both as 
the men who sold him three bodies in the after- 
noon and delivered them at night. The brutality 
of these murders was one of the inciting causes of 
the riot. When the mob broke into the jail Ingalls 
and Johnson were the prisoners they called tor 
most frequently. A few days after the riot Ingalls 
committed suicide by hanging himself with a rope 
made from the blanket upon which he slept. |

Hutchings, the San Francisco 
Strangler, Hanged. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 12.—Frank Hutch- 
ings, the strangler, was hanged today at 12:43. 

The firm demeanor Which he maintained 
throughout sustained him to the end. He 
mounted the scaffold with a firm step and took 
his place on the trap without assistanee, His 
neck was not broken and he died from strangu- 
lation! He lived thirteen and a halt minutes 
after the fall. Medical men in attendance say 
the vitality of the doomed man was something 
remarkable. He was 30 years of age. 

(The cgime for which Hutchings paid the penalty 
occurred: the evening of July 16, His mistress. 
Nettie Hutchings—kpown in Washington, D. C., as 
Mrs. Nettie Sims-—had left him. He visited her 
for the purpose of inducing her to return and live 
with him, but, owing to hie brutal treatment of her, 
she firmly refused all his overtures for reconcilia- 
tion. This so exasperated bim that in ft of frenzy 
he knocked her down. He then, with his knees on 
her chest, took a long silk handkerchief from his 
pocket, wound it around her neck, and deliberately 
tugged Away at the ends until she ceased to 
breathe.' He left the scene of his ¢rime, but, fear- 
ing he had not thoroughly actomplished his 
purpose, returned and made certain that his victim 
was past all human sid. Having satisfied himself 
of her death he left the house and related to the 
first policeman he met the story of his deed. He 
was loc up, his story investigated, and proven 
true. showed no feeling of remorse whatever 
at the tine of committing the crime, and has main- 
tained the same stolid indifference ever since, only 
expressing a desire to have his case, as he termed 
it, “‘railroaded”’ and his execution ed as 
6008 as possible. Through intermediation of his 
counsel he was examined twice as to his sanity, 
and declared sane. This action was taken against 
his expressed desire, he declaring hi f perfect- 


ly sane. Though earnestly urged by hd counsel, 
he s fastiy refused to allow his case to be ap-

It will be observed that the letter actually 
sent contained no reference to the critical 
situation in Ohio, no reference to trouble on 
account of attacks on Blaine, no mention, di- 
rect or indirect, of Mr. Blaine, no compliment 
to Mr. Morrill’s character as a pure and up- 
right statesman, no expression of confidence 
in his ability to refute the charges against Mr. 
Bilaine—nothing, in fact, but a genera! request 
that applied to the case of any Republican 
speaker in the United States. 

The striking dissimilarity betweeu the lan- 
guage of the circular sent from Columbus and 
its terms as remembered and reported by Mr. 
Morrill’s widow makes it seem possible that the 
lady’s memory may have been equally at fault 
in regard to the indignant and withering reply 
which she says she mailed to Brown: 


To Brown, Chairman, Columbus: I am surprised 
and shocked to receive such a communication. 1 
thoughtevery citizen of this country knew that my 
husband was at rest. lam in mourning for him, 
but as much as 1 mourn his death I thank my 
Father in Heaven that He called him home before 
the party he loved so well and did so much for had 
80 disgraced itself as to nominate so wicked and 
corrupt a man for the highest office within the gift 
of the American people as I know and my husband 
knew James G. Blaine to be. If he were alive he 
would notsupport Mr. Biaine, nor any such man, 
even atthe bidding of his party. 

CHARLOTTE MORRILL. 

According to the statement of the officers of 
the Ohio Republican State Committee Mrs, 

Morrill’s reply, whatever it was in fact, has 
never been received at Columbus. 

That is what gives the incident its curious 
and aitogetber unique interest in a psycho- 
logical way. Politically, it is interesting to 
learn that both Mr. Morrill and his wife re- 
garded Mr. Blaine as a wicked and corrupt 
man. If Mr. Morrill ever expressed that opin- 
ion publicly we do not recall the occasion. 
Nor, with the greatest respect for Mrs. Mor- 
rill's opinion, ar@ we inclined to regard it as 
absolutely certain that if Mr. Morrill were now 
living and holding the office of Collector at 
Portland an office which he held on Mr. Blaine’s 
recommendation] he would be found opposing 
the Republican candidate. 

(Mrs. Morrill, itis well understood among 
those who know her, is not strictly responsible 
for her actions. 

Probably in consequence of her passionate 
denunciations of Mr. Blaue, ex-Gov. Anson P. 
Morrill, an elder brother of Lot M. Morrill, 
took the stuwpon Mr. Blaine's behalf a few 
days before the election and spoke of him in 
terms of extravagant praise. If he had been 
living Lot M. Morrili would have done the 
same.—Ep.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 8.—| Editor of the Bos- 
ton Journal.|—How can a Christian clergyman 
preach chastity and support for the Presidency 
one of confessedly impure life?

Proposed Inquiry Into the Conduct of the 
Greely Expedition—The Precious 
Metals. 


The President's Health- Rumors Re- 
garding His Intentions in Respect to 
the Treasury Portfolio. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept, 12.—[Special.|—A 
dispatch from New York to an Arthur paper in 
Chicago as to the health of the President, tele- 
graphed back here this afternoon, occasioned 
considerable concern, as the statements in it 
were quite specific that the President was se- 
riously ill. Coupled with it was the report that 
Postmaster-General Gresham, who had gone 
to New York for a special consultation, was de- 
pied access to the President by direction of the 
physicians. The reasons assigned were fa- 
tigue resulting from the Newport festivities, 
exposure to heat while in attendance upon Seo- 


retary Folger's funeral,’ and the sub- 
sequent ride to New Lork. Gentle- 
men who were at Folger's funeral 


say that the President rode, with the ther- 
mometer at about 95, in an open carriage, and 
that be might well have been affected by this 
exposure. Dispatches received, however, from 
New York later in the day said that the rumors 
were greatly exaggerated, and that the Presi- 
denc’s indisposition was chiefly due to 
neuraigia and a bad tooth and that he had 
about recovered his usual health. 

No one here knows anything as to the Presi- 
dent's intentions to appoint George H. Sharpe 
Seoretary of the Treasury, although 
the rumor that the appolutment already had 
been made was circulated and quite generally 
believed in the Treasury today. All that 
seems to be known of this appointment here 
is that the intimate relations between the 
President and Mr. Sharpe might make such an 
appointment probable. It has also been be- 
lieved by the politicians that the President 
would select for the place some intimate 
friend in New York. Mr. Sharpe has accepted 
the position as a member of the South Ameri- 
can Commercial Commission, and it bad been 


expected that the commission wouldin a few. 


days start upon its mission, but the 
position of Secretary of the Treusury. 
even if it is onty for six months, 


is a much more tempting one, and it is not 
doubted if Mr. Sharpe should be tendered the 
Treasury porttolio he would accept it. One of 
the rumors connected with the appointment of 
Gen. Sharpe is that hie appointment will be the 
first indicanon of a formal alliance between 
Blaine and Arthur; that Sharpe will take the 
Treasury witb the understanding that he is to 
do all that he can for Blaine's election. The 
counterpart of the story is that Blaine will aid 
Arthur in his aspirations to become United 
States Senator to succeed Lapham. 

There has been considerable gossip within 
the last few days that Levi P. Morton, Minister 
to France, might be appointed Secretary of the 
Treasury. It is believed that Mr. Morton would 
very gladly accept the place. It will be remem- 
bered that he confidently ex pected to have been 
appointed Secretary of the Treasury by Presi- 
dent Garfield, and the negotiations to this end, 
which undoubtedly were at Due time made, 
formed one of the most interesting chapters of 
the history of the formation of Garfield's Cab- 
inet. Whatever Gen. Garfleld’s understending 
may have been, it is quite certain that Mr, 
Morton and Roscoe Conkling thought Morton 
was to receive the piace. tks 


The Greely Expedition to Be Investi- 
gated, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 12.—[Special.|— 
It is now believed that an investigation will be 
ordered into the conduct of tne Greely expedt- 
tion, but the Secretary of War said today that 
this would not be done until after the return 
of the President. Meanwhile there are new 
rumors as to the diaries kept by the officers 
and men of the expedinon. It is a fact that 
the diary of Private Suyder is lost, and it is 
noticed that the, diaries of five men whose 
bodies were not recovered have also disap- 
peared. The diary of Sayder is said to have 
been one at least which contained proof 
of cannibalism, but the report that it was in- 
tentionally destroyed loses much credence 
when itis‘known that the diary disappeared 
before the arrival of the relief expedition and 
before the men could have known that they 
were to be saved. An officer of the expedition 
gays that Lieut. Greely, when he ascertained 
thut that diary was lost, was much concerned 
aud directed the most thorough search to be 
made forit. The diary of Dr. Pavy, the sur- 
geon and scientist, which it was expected 
would be one of the most interesting of the 
expedition, is yet to be found. 


The Production of Gold and Silver. 

Wasuineros, D. C., Sept. 12.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Burchard, Director of the Mint, today sent 
out his annual letters to Mint Superintendents, 
qssay Oflicers, and others, directing them to as- 
certain and report the product of goid and sil- 
ver in their various States during the present 
calendar year. Mr. Burchard anticipates that 
the reports will show a considerable falling off 
in the silver production for the year, as most 
of .the richer territory has been mined 
and the ore now  0brought to the 
surface is not so rich as that hereto- 
fore mined. The falling off in the production 
of silver bullion last year was about $600,000 
from the product of 1882. It cannot yet be 
said or even approximately estimated how the 
figures for this year will compare with those of 
1883. Secretary Teller, who bas just returned 
from Colorado, reports a considerable falling 
off in the out-put from the mines of that State. 
Mr. Burchard adds, however, that the price of 
silver both in Londou and in this country does 
not fluctuate to any great extent, and 
he assumes from this fact that the 
siilver-men do not anticipate any extensive 
diminution in the product for some time at 
least. The elevator which is to connect the 
new silver vaults with the upper-fluors of the 
Treasury building is about completed, andvit is 
expected that the silver dollars will be removed 
into them uext week. The capacity of these 
vaults is about $45,000,000. 


General News Notes. 

WasuinaTon, D. C., Sept. 12.—The Presi- 
dent has turned over to the Interior Depart- 
ment the military reservation of Fort Sanders, 
Wyo., and the barracks at Baton Rouge, La., 
for disposal under the act providing for the 
sale of useless military reservations. 

By direction of the President a general court- 
martial bas been appointed to meet at San An- 
tonio, Tex., Oct. 9, for the trial of Capt. Hen- 
nessy of the Eighth Cavalry, on a charge of 
conduct unbecoming an. officer and a gentile 
man. The charges have not been promulgated. 
It is understood the court was ordered on 
charges made by the officer's wife and is the 
outcome of recent divorce proceedings insti- 
tuted by himself. 


A QUEER TRANSACTION, 


The Manner in Which a Sharper Ob- 
tained $1,000 from a Woman. 
WAYNESBURG, Pa., Sept. 12.— [Special. — Mrs. 
E. A. Gray of Washington Township calied on 
Messrs. Brock & Teagarden, attorneys of this 
place, Thursday, and informed them that in 
the early part of July last a man drove to her 
residenve, representing himself as a special 
agent of the Pension Office. He told her he 
had come to arrest her for receiving a few days 
previaus a pension which he alleged she had 
obtained fraudulently. He threatened to hand- 
cuff ber, and made ber get into the buggy, 
when he drove to this place. While in Waynes- 
burg he had her goto the bank and draw out 
$1,000 and band to him. He then proceeded 
with her to Pittsburg, where he professed to 
be ber friend and promised to return the 
money he had received from her, which he said 
was to keep her out of prison.

. JOSEPH DE NITTIS. 

The painter Joseph de Nittis died suddenly 
last Thursday at St. Germain-en-Laye, where 
he was passing the summer. For some weeks 
M. de Nittis had been suffering from conges- 
tion of the lungs, but his friends did not con- 
side? his condition to be dangerous or to 
threaten such a premature end. M. de Nittis 
was only 98 years of age. Born at Barletta, in 
the Province of Naples, he went to Paris 
in 1868, and setucied under Brandon and 
Gerome; in 1860 he exhibited at the Salon; 
and since then his work bas constantly occu- 
pied the public, the critics, and the painters,

Kansas, and Maine. Mrs. Foster has been to

MRS. FOSTER'’S LETTER. 
' Borrawo, N. V., Aug. 27, 1884.—The Rev. E. 
K. Young, D. D., Des Motnes, la.—My DEAR 
FRIEND: My allegiance in public work is first 
of all dueto the Woman's Christian. Temper- 
unce Union. I believe that as a National organ- 
ization we should be non-partisan in our atti- 
tude toward the political questions of the day, 
even toward party prohibition. Tt is my sin- 
cere conviction, strengthened by a personal 
knowledge of the work the country over, that 
the overthrow of the liquor traffic will be 
soonest accomplished if our organization with- 
hold party effort and give themselves wholly tc 
the reguiar lines of temperance work which 
have been developed by God's providence 
during the ten years since the crusade. We 
have some twenty-five distinct departments of 
work under the general divisions, preventive, 
educational, evangelistic, social, and legal. 
These cover every phase of the question, and 
afford the widest scope for the work of our 
organization, I deprecate greatly the seeming 
attempt on the part ot some of cur women to 
ally the National Woman's Christian Temper 
ance Union with the National Prohibition party. 
I believe the larger part of our membership and 
of our best advisers deplore what they consider 
an urfwarrauted and an untenable position. 

Having been chosen by the National Union 
Superintendent of the Department of Legisiu- 
tive Works and Petitions, I must keep myseif 
free from partisanship. As an individual 1 
cannot and do not smother my convictions. 
Either James G. Blaine or Grover Cleveland 
will be President of the United States, as be- 
tween them I do not see how any Christian 
voter can hesitate. Writing as I do from this 
City of Buffalo, where Cleveland's home is—ano, 
where be lives—he has no home—I do not hesi- 
tute to say, as for me and mine, let it be the 
true husband, the honest father, the home man 
—James G. Blaine. 

Further than this, I do not believe the de- 
mand for Nationa! constitutional probibition is 
the best indursement of pronibition princt- 
plos.“ The prohibition of the liquor traffie is 
not, by either the letter or the spirit of the 
Constitution, the subject of National legisia- 
tion. It must come by States; it can come in 
no other way, unless by an armed resistance to 
law in the States it should become neoessary 
for the General Goveinment as a war measure 
to aid the States by military intervention. 
Peaceable revolution aecording to constitu- 
tional methods must come by State legislation. 
So algo just as prohibition cannot be carried in 
a State until a considerable number of voters 
in the State are themselves Prohibitionists, ao 
National prohibition cannot be a practical iague 
until a considerable number of S$ are pro- 
hibition States. When three-quarters of the 
States agree the Constitution of the United 
States may be amended and National prohibi- 
tion ‘be the rule of the land. It is sometimes 
argued that the Thirteenth Amendment abolish- 
ing slavery in the States was submitted by 
Congress before the States had taken similar 
State action, but we remember that at this 
time thére was so large a majority of free 
States that they controlled the Government, 
and carried on a great and terrible war. The 
question of slavery on its political side was a 
eontroversy between States, concerning which 
the Generai Government and National legisia- 
tion was the only court of appeal. The pronibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic is not a question be- 
tween States, but between the people of a 
State, and National political action is not at 
this tine the proper court in which to try this 
gause, 4 

I have taught this doctrine from ocean to 
ocean; could I now fail to stand for the appli- 
cation of the truths I have taught? This is 
why I could not if I were a voter enter the 
political field for the nominees of the Pitteburg 
Convention. I honor John P. St. John; de has 
my high esteem, my profound respect, end so 
of Mr. Daniel, of whom [am honored by num- 
bering among my personal friends. I believe 
they each were actuated by the high motive of 
disinterested patriotism; I — do not agree 
with them as tothis one method of obtaining 
what we all desire. 

I do not see how there can be two opinions 
as to the duty of Iowa Probibitioniste, I have 
no arithmetic with which to estimate the 
mental calibre or the morai sense of any 
Iowa man who claims to be for temperance 
and docs not stand by the Republican party, 
with the rights and privileges conferred by the 
“bad man’s plank.’ 

The Probibitionists of Iowa, dwelling in the 
Canann of triumphant majorities, even tb 
their enemies be not al) oust yet, can 
appreciate the weariness, even the bitterness, 
of those still in the wliderness, with their chii- 
dren daily dying by the wayside.

There was a fair demand for money yester- 
day, the rates being as herctofore—5 per cent 
for call loans and 6@8 for time. The mercan- 
tile demand is not of a nature to indicate much 
buoyancy iu trade. A good many of the mer- 
ohauts say they would rather keep their goods 
on the shelves than to sell freely with tho risk 
of not getting their pay. This feeling of cau- 
tion is very general. Itis not the important 
question how much @ trader can sell, but how 
much he can get his pay for. Collections are 
poor, and there is no probability that they will 
be better till the farmers have some corn to 
sell, or till they are willing to sell their wheat, 
The shipments of currency to the country were 
small again yesterday. The movement is hard- 
ly larger than it is zu ordinary times at the end 
of crop, whereas it ought at this time of the 
year to be the feature of the financial situa- 
tion. 

The deposits of the local banks are not 
changing much, They have larger balances in 
New York than they had a few weeks ago, of 
course. With the demand for funds so limited 
bere it is naturai for them to piace them where 
they can get a small income on them. This is 
geuerally true of the banks in the larger West- 
ern cities, but the deposits of the banks of the 
smailer towns in the Western States and in 
New York are very small. Indeed, the depos- 
its of the country banks in their own vaults 
are considerably below the usual amount. 
Hoarding is still an important element in the 
situation. Rémarkable cases of using a stock- 
ing as a bank or placing funds in safety-deposit 
vaults are censtantly coming to light. Bank- 
ers seem to be generally acting on the theory 
that the May panie and the developments 
since that time brought things to hard-pan and 
that it will do now to trust banks everywhere, 
but there are two classes that do not subscribe 
to this opiniou—the frightened countryman 
and the bears in the stock market. The latter 
say that we are not through our troubles yet— 
that there are many rotten spois which have 
not been exposed. The frequent failures, sui- 
cides, and escapes to Cannda are evidence in 
support of their belief, but very few people 
will yield to the fear that there is to be any 
such collapse as we had in May.

expected that they would shrink to a small volume 

about now, to make way for the spring grades. 

Corn was active and heavy. Our receipts were 
larger, and the news from the country was favor- 
able toa very early marketing of the new crop, 
some being reported already selling in the ear a 
few score miles further south. The British 
markets were called irregular. The “clique” 
was understood to be again selling here, but 
the heaviness was chiefly due to miscellaneous 
offerings by both longs and shorts, the former being 
smaller holders who had supposed they were 
tailing on to a big deal. This was chiefly the case 
with October, which declined li¢c, to 50 Me, then re- 
acted to 50%c in the afternoon (closing at 50%c 
bid) owing to an impression that somebody is 
taking hold at the decline, intending to give the 
market a squeeze. September was quiet and un- 
certain; the holding parties took hold two or three 
times in a small way, but let go again at 
about the same prices, and there were some 
signs of wasbing,“ though probably no one 
could prove it. September sold down Ie. to 53\c, 
on the straight markets, and closed at 53%{c asked. 
November declined Ne. to Ale, the yeur Kc, to 
We, and May Ne, to ohe. Cash No.2 and high 
mixed sold at 53%@54'¢c, and rejected at 46@47c, 
the latter being a decline ot Ie. Sample lots were 
very heavy, especially towards the close, and a 
good many cars were ordered into store because 
there were no buyer. for them to be shipped by 
rail. 

Oats were active and easier under liberal offer- 
ings early, but by the close the market had reacted 
to about the latest prices of Thursday. Cash No. 2 
were taken sparingly at 24\c, which was bid for 
September and year. There were a good many of- 
ferings of May, Driver and Jones selling about 
100,000 bu each at 2844@28%(c, while other deliveries 
were freely sold by traders who had gone long at 
higher prices and were frightened by talk of a fur- 
ther drop of 1@42c. No: 2 white on the sample mar- 
ket was easier, sales to go to store being chiefly at 
Me. and free on board at 27%{c. No. 2 sold mostly 
at 254¢@25e. 

Rye was firmer, being in request to fill out East- 
ern orders for shipment. Cash No. 2 was Me high- 
er, 18 cars selling at 54c, which was bid for Septem- 
ber. October was offered at 54e, being \@\Ko 
higher. Samples were steady at 47}4@iS8c for re- 
jected and 55c for No. 2. 

Barley was quiet and rather weak, cash No. 2 be- 
For Oc- 


No. 8 at 43c. Samples were plenty. but the buy 
was not large and an easy feeling prevailed, sales 
being made at 30@58c, according to quality 

Flax was somewhat easier, owing to the absence 
of buying orders, and sales were made at 81.2966 
1.30 for cash No. 1. Timothy was 1@2c lower in 
consequence of liberal offerings and a scarcity of 
buyers, prime selling chiefly at $1.35@1.36. Clover 
was inactive and quotable at about $4.90@5.00 for 
prime. Other kinds were not mentioned. 

There was fair activity in most branches of the 
wholesale trade and increased steadiness. Dry 
goods were active in néariy all departments and 
averaged steady. The boot and shoe trade was 
reported moderately active, as were also clothing, 
millinery, and white goods. Groceries were 
ordered freely by the city and country trade and 
averaged firm. Dried fruits were quiet, as were 
also canned goods and fish, though prices were 
well supported all around. Dairy products show 
pronounced firmness. Both butter and cheese are 
held higher than a week ago. Oat#e were 
steady. Coal and ~pig-iron remained dull. 
Hay continued easy under liberal receipts and 
small shipments, which have ruled during the 
week. Hides were steady, and tallow was reported 
quiet and unchanged. Green fruits have been in 
rather liberal supply all the week, and with a fair 
local and shipping inquiry have been steady. 
Broom-corn stocks are limited and little trade is 
anticipated until the new corn begins to come in 
freely. Wool has been less active than the pre- 
vious week, but stocks are firmly held at previous 
prices. Eggs have been in lighter receipt and with 
the cool weather improved in price, sales being 
chiefly at 11 löse for choice stock. Potatoes are 
still very quiet, local wants being supplied by 
home growers at a price considerably below what 
stock that was shipped here could be prof- 


itably sold at. Poultry has deen in 
liberal supply, but active inquiry has kept 
prices pretty well up. Drugs and chemicals, 


building materials, and metals and tinners’ stock 
are reported quiet, with a weak tendency in the 
latter market. Nuiis are still very much depressed 
and a further decline is noted in our quotations. 
Whisky rules firm on the basis of $1.12 tot the raw 
spirits. 
Rejected wheat was quoted yesterday at 49c for 
winter and 48'¢c for spring, both in this mar- 
ket. A car-load of rejected winter from 
Western Kansas sold at the above figure, which 
nets the farmer just about e per bu, after 
paying transportation and other expenses. Now 
for the other side of the question. This fact, 
und a general disquisition on the hardness of the 
times, was turned over yesterday between two 
gentlemen, while they also discussed FIA worth of 
Roederer, and two cigars at 25 eents each.

Still, we 
may remark that neither of the statements throws 
discredit upon either ot the Parties. Any man has 
a right in this free country to buy as much of any 
kind of property as he can pay for, and then to 
sell u on terms which are satisfactory both to 
him andthe buyer. There has been no “ lying 
down’’ in this case, and therefore no occasion for 
carping. 

Private cables from England yesterday said the 
wheat market there was almost panicky, and no 
reasonable offer refused.“ The information un- 
doubtedly telis of a very bad state of affairs there, 
but we may remark thatthe language is open to 
criticism.

| A STUPID SWORDFISH. 

Providence Journal: One day last week the 
schooner Jennie was ancbored on Cox's) Ledge 
codfishing. The usual method in summer is to 
anchor the schooner and put off in small boats, 
so as to avoid getting the lines entangled, and 
also to bring the bait to the notice of a larger 
number of fish. The small boats are anchored 
by means of grapnels. While fishing thus one 
of the men noticed a large swordfish swimming 
along with ite mouth open, near the surface of 
the water. The fish moved slowly along, ap- 
parently feeding, just ahead of the boat. The 
grapnel rope was digectly in hig. path, 
and, whether by accident or design, he 
caught it in his mouth. Instead of re 
treating. as one would have expected him to 
do, he kept forging abead, the rope, of course, 
remaining in his mouth. The men, at first 
fearful pf being capsized, tried to clear the 
rope, but when they found that he did not 
struggle they began to pull in on the rope, 
* — slipped through his mouth until the 
graphel inte caught against the side of his 
head, ewimmiung backward he could easily 
have freed himself, but so long as he tried to 
swim abead be was held by the boat, which was 
being towed slowly along. Seeing what had 
happened, the other boats came up. Another 
grappel-rope was fastened to the first and the 
end carried to the schooner. The fish was 
slowly pulled to the vessel, one fisherman 
lanced him through the gills with an oar-blade, 
while another stuck a boat-hook into his body, 
and a third slipped a noose around his flukes, 
He weighed when dressed nearly 400 pounds.

Certain personal property was mortgaged, and 
the debt was not paid. The mortgagee did not 
take possession of the property, but when he 
learned that the mortgageor Was about to sell the 
property he applied for and ohtained an injunction 
to restrain the sale. The mortgageor appealed the 
order (Minnesota Linseed-Oil Company vs. Magin- 
nis) to the Supreme Court of Minnesota, where it 
was reversed. The Chief-Justice, Gilfillan. in the 
opinion said: The plaintiff had the right, after 
condition, o take possession of the proper- 
ty. und he could have enforced this 
right by replevin. For the mere preservation 
of the property, and to prevent its being disposed 
of by the mortgageor, there wap a necessity for the 
injunction, for there wasa more adequate and 
speedy remedy by the action of replevin if pos- 
session of the property was refused. And an in- 
junction will not issue where there isa complete 
and speedy remedy by an orfiinary action. Had 


by foreclosure of the mortgage, as it might have 
done, a temporary injunction th restrain the threat- 
ened sale might have been Proper, for the sale 
would have tended to render the judgment inef- 
fectual, ;

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Crown Jewels—Precious Stones Once 
Worn by Famous Women. 

| The sale of the French crown jewels sug- 
gested some interesting reflections to a lady 
who signs herself ‘‘ Dame d' Atours,“ in a de- 
spription of them which she has contributed to 
the Gaulois. The seven historical stones which 
were among the first diaménds cut, and which 
were bought in Italy by Cardinal Mazarin, 
whose name they retain, formed part of the 
regalia in the reign of Louis XV. The col- 
lective value of these seven diamonds is es- 
timated at £280,000; but one of the seven 
to be retained by the Government, and 
his will considerably diminish the 
alue of the six others.
